diiburlements of the treafury of the Khalifs were 
written in that tongue for leveral generations after 
the Prophet’s death ; and the coins of the Kha- 
lifat were invariably ftruck* with Greek inferip- 
tions, till the reign of Abdolmelic in 695. Many 
of the Mohammedan princes gave al(b great en- 
couragement to traiiAations from the Greek ; par- 
ticularly of the prole writers. That the Grecian 
hiflories muA have conlcquently been known, cfpe- 
cially to their learned lubje£t;s, cannot 1 think, 
with reafbn, be called in queflion. Shall we fup- 
pole then, that Oriental annalifls would not have 
made great ule of thole writers, had their narra- 
tives been in the leaA degree conliAcnt with the 
hiflories and traditions which the Perfians them- 
felvcs coiiiidercd as authentic ? That all Perllan 
books were not deAroyed by the Arabians, is cer- 
tain. Some, which concerned not the religion 
of the Magi, fell into the hands of thole who 
admired and preferved them. The Zefer namd^ 
a dialogue on government and morality between 
Noulhirvan tlie Juft, king of Peiiia, and his vizir 
Bouzour, has been already mentioned. In the 
preface to a copy of Kirdouim Shah namdy we are 
informed, tliat a book of hiftory was dilcovered, 
during the general havoc, by Saad, one of the 
Mahummedan generals, and carefully preferved 
by him ; as containing nothing repugnant to tlie 
tenets of the Alcoran : iuid M. D’Herbclot ob- 
ierves, that it was from a colk<ftion of Ancient 
Perlian Hiftoriaiis, in tiie older dialedf, that Fir- 
douli drew materials for his immortal work. The 
kings and great men of the Kaft, it may allb be ob- 
ferved, have long rivalled one another in nothing 
more than in the excellence of their libraries. With 
incredible attention and expence, they ftored them 
with every valuable manulcript they could pollibly 
procure! and whatever unrelenting leverlty a van- 
quilhed prince might, by Faftern cuftom, expe- 
rience from his more fortunate competitor, his 
books appear ever to have been an objedl of un- 
common care. * 

Exclusive of fuch Perlian authors as efcaped 
the Arabian profeription, with other records, of 
which our imperfedl knowledge of their language, 
and (lender intercourle with their country, has 
hitherto deprived us of any politive intelligence ; 
one ground of prefumptivc information ought not 
to be wholly difregarded ; I mean Tradition. 
What are the relations of ancient Egypt ? What 
are the early annals of Babylonia, of Greece, of 
Rome ? Except the (acred writings, what, in a 
word, is every fpecies of hiftory a little way be- 
yond 2000 years ? Mere Tradition ! and much 
^of it of the moft doubtful and improbable com- 
plexion? the Traditions of Pagan priefts, whole 
importance reft^d on the invention and propaga- 
tion of error. If any dependence then is placed on 
thole W^Iem tales, in the abfeiice of more con- 
vincing evidence^ candour ought to allow a pro- 
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portionable degree of weight to chofe of the Eaft. 
In all countries where any difficulty, from what- 
ever' caufe, has been found in the regiftering of 
public events. Tradition has ever been obferved 
Co flourifh with fuperior ftrength ; and, through 
the medium of marvellous embellifhment, pre- 
fents us often with the great lines of the atchieve- 
ments of former times. Where the written me- 
morials of a people are few, and where fewer ftill 
can read them ; he who rehcarfes a rude poem, or 
a romantic tale, is looked up to with reif>eA. 
Whatever exalts men above thdr peers, will ever 
be cultivated with care ; and fons will often endea- 
vour to excel in what had railed their fothers to 
diftindtioD. The prevalence of tradition, in the 
darker ages of Europe, is unqueftioned. The 
Bards, the Scalds, and the Miuftrels, were caref- 
fed by the rudeft warriors of thofc barbarian 
times. Their older compofitlons are generally con- 
fldered as the real adlious of ancient chiefs : fic- 
tion prevailed not lb much till later ages : it was 
the offspring of refinement ; and refinement led 
the way to the downfal of oral record. For when 
learning became more difFufed j when feudal lords 
confidered it as no difgrace to fign their names s 
when written language became difleminated thro* 
various orders, and many could read the hiftoiy 
of thofc deeds which formerly had been confined 
to the knowledge of a particular order of men $ 
tlicir (bugs wanted novelty ; they were no longer 
fought after ; their profeffion fell into contempt i 
and at length was gradually extinguiftied.* i 

A VARIBTV of circumftances peculiar to Afn 
juftifies us in fuppofing, that tradition was moro 
vigorous in the Eaft tlian even in the Weft. In 
Perfia, India, Tartary, Arabia, from the earliefi: 
times, it has been one of their favourite amufo- 
ments to afiemblc, in the ferene evenings, around 
their tents ; on the platforms Vidth which their 
houlcs are in general roofed ; or in large halls 
crcfled for the purpofc; in order to amufe them- 
lelves in various exercifes of genius ; and frequent- 
ly in traditional narratives of the moft diftinguifhed 
actions of their remoter anceftors. Oriental imageiy 
might often indeed embellifh their tales ; bur, 
like the Gieurufalemme of Taflb, or the Lufiade 
of Camoens, the embroidery of the imagination 
would not entirely conceal the ground-work of 
truth. Mdch rational information will therefore 
be difeoveted, not only in their more ferious tra- 
ditions, but allb amidft the amufing wildaefs of 
their romantic fables Even in the Arabian 
Nights Entertainments, and other Eaftem tales, 
though we may find no necefiity to believe in, 
Aladdin’s lamp, in the Genie Danhafh, or the 
F aery Peri banou ; we fhall, neverthelefs, dilbover 
a truer pidluie of Eaftem manners and 
than in all the Grecian writers ; or in hundieds 
of other books, more general^ reforted to as un- if 
thorites. The very havoc madg smoogft 
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Pcrlian records, 'with the oppreffion under which 
they groaned during the three firft centuries of 
Arsibtan iiibjedtion, might have united more inti- 
mately their, men of knowledge ; rendered their 
meetings more frequent, and their traditions more 
interelting : from an apprehenlion that they would 
drop into oblivion, if not ftrongly and repeatedly im- 
pred^ upon the memories of the riling generation. 
That many events may have been in this manner 
prelerved in poems and legendary talcs, like the 
Runic fragments of the North, the Romanzes of 
Spain, or the Heroic Ballads of our own country, 
ieems. to be highly probable ; as well as that fuch 
materials may have originally luggeded to Pir- 
douii many of the adventures in his Shah nam 4 ; 
which, like Homer, when Rript of the machinery 
of fupernatural beings, is fuppolcd to contain 
much true hiftory, and a mod undoubted pidfcure 
of the iuperftidon and manners of the Cknes. 
Profefled ftory-tellers, it may alfo be obferved, 
are of early date in the Pad. Pven at this day, 
men of rank have generally one or more, male 
or female, amongR their attendants, who amufe 
them and their women, when melancholy, vexed, 
or iiidiipofed; and are generally employed to 
lull them aileep. Many of their tales are highly 
amuling, ei^cially thole of Perfian origin. They 
were even thought fo dangerous by Mohammed, 
that he expreffly prohibited them in the Alcoran. 
The following is given as the realbn. An Ara- 
bian merchant, called Nader ben Hareth, having 
redded long in Perda, returned to his own coun- 
try whilft the prophet was pubhdilng his Al- 
coran. Nader having, perhaps, paid, conftaiit 
attendance at the meetings above alluded to, had 
trealiired up a number of dories relative to the 
famous Asfendiar, Rodam, and other ancient 
heroes of Perda. Thele he related to his coun- 
trymen : they thought them excellent : the le- 
gends of the Alcoran were even negle^ed ; and 
th^ plainly told Mohammed, when teheardng 
ibme verles he pretended to have jud received 
finm heaven, that the Perdan tales were far di- 
perior to his. This alarmed him : and he im- 
mediately produced part of a chapter, as lent 
by the Angel Gabriel, declaring them impious 
and pernicious fables, hateful to God and to his 
prophet : a cendire which indantly and long 
checked their currency with all true believers in 
the new religion. * 

Anothbr circumdance, which mud have 
greatly contributed to the prefervation of writ- 
ten and traditional hidory in the Pad, is Pride 
rf Blood ; upon which their great men value 
fliemfelves fur beyond the prouded Puropean 
grandee. Genealogy has coni^uentiy long been 
cultivated with dnguiar attention ; and the fbl- 
fowing, amongd other reafbns, may be aldgned 
fiv it. The dediltory form of government, which 
« has in general prevailed in Ada, has feldotn left 


any Iccurity but tJje fword for the podLdion of 
power. Reveries of fortune have, in confbquence, 
been frequent and fudden ; and it has l^en no 
uncommon obje^ td behold a man riling to Ibve- 
reignty, whole father had been in the meaned 
condition of mankind. Yet this abjeft creature 
might podibly have been defeended from (bme 
ancient dynady of kings, whom a (Imllar revo- 
lution had driven from their throne. The mod 
powerful and mod favoured nobles would natu- 
rally, at the fame time, fhare the fate of their 
prince. Some obfeure corner or didant country 
might give them refuge ; where'" a regard for 
perfbnal fafery, and the profpeA of a new revo- 
lution, would induce them to conceal, under a 
mean diiguile, the royalty or noblenefs of tlicir 
origin. This gave an extenlive range to claims 
of fuperior Birth ; and whether real or imagi- 
nary, they were confidered. as points of too much 
coiil^uence to be neglcdted by a new monarch, 
a fticcefsful general, or a riling datefman. Pvery 
Ipecies of evidence was therefore anxioully fought 
for ; and the ikilful in genealogy were encouraged 
with a liberality that had nothing Puropean in it. 
Innumerable proofs might be brought ; 1 fhall 
mention a few. Ardcihlr, furnamed Babegan, 
who (A. I>. 202.) wreded the feeptre from Ar- 
deban, the lad king of the Alhkanian dynady, 
was the fbn of a fhepherd, who kept the Ihcep 
of one Babeg, and married his daughter. No 
fboner iiowever was he fixed upon the throne, 
than, with the aflidance of gcuealogids, he proved 
his dcfcciit from Sadan, the dilinheritcd ion of 
Bahaman. Buiah, the father of Amaduddowla, 
the fird Perlian monarch of the Heylemite race, 
was a filherman ; but his Ion, when he adumed 
the diadem, (A. O. 932*) traced the family to 
Behram Gur, wl^ reigned in the middle of the 
fourth century. Seljuk, the founder of the Sel- 
jukian dynady of Turks, claimed kindred to 
Afradab, an ancient king of Turan or Scythia, 
who makes a conlpicuous figure in the early pe- 
riods of Perdan hidoiy. One of the drd cares 
of Tamerlane was to afoertain hiS relationfhip to 
Jengiz Khan : forther it was unuecedaiy to go ; 
for that conqueror, in the meridian of his great- 
nefs, had carried up a regular pedigree to Turk, 
the fon of ^phet. Ifmael Sod, the* drd king 
of the late reigning family of Perda, who, after 
defeating the princes of the White Ram, mount- 
ed the throne about the year 1502, traced im- 
mediately his genealogy to the Khalif All and 
Fatima, the daughter of the Prophet. It mud: 
be unnecedary to multiply examples : inferior men 
were equally ambitious of high defeent : whild 
it may not be unworthy of remark', that the 
whole idea appears to have originated more from 
fafhiou or a natural impuUe o& the mind, than 
any condderation of date policy : for we by no 
means dnd that the people of Ada have ever dif- 
tinguifhed themfelves for attachment to royal 
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blocxl : having fubnutted, in general, with equal 
laciU^ to foverelgn power, whether adminillred 
by the Ion of a prince or the fon of a pealant. * 

Such having been the ruling paflion in the 
for iUuftriouB dcfcent, it is hardly neceflaiy 
to oblerve, that Genealogy is a Hudy lb intimate- 
ly conne^d with Hiftorical knowledge, that it 
is impoffible to arrive at any proficiency in the 
one, without being minutely*verfed in the other : 
but particularly on the prefe'nt ground ; where 
appeals to the eras and aflions of difiinguilhed 
men, through whom it would be neceflaiy to 
conneiSt flic chain of evidence, mufl have re- 
quired a very critical acquaintance with chronology 
and public fa£ts ; to avoid obvious contradidUons, 
and give an air of plaufiblc accuracy to pedigrees, 
which, in many cafes, mufl have been more 
fpecious than fblid. ^ 

The fame elevation of fentlmcnt, we may 
alfb obfervc, which iiifpired thoic high ideas of 
fuperior birth, led naturally to a wifh for future 
fame. To add to the gloiy of a family line was 
a favourite objcdl. Hiflorians and poets were, 
of confequence, often in the train of a fuccefs- 
ful conqueror. They were witneflcs of the events 
they were to deliver down to future times ; and 
they were neither expedled to exagerate nor in- 
vent. Tlic riciics and honours conferred there- 
fore on men of genius, has nothing fimilar in 
our weflern world : whilft the freedom of their 
Aridlures, and the manlinefs of their moral leflbns, 
will hardly be conceived by thofe who have been 
accudomed to annex to Elaflem minds the feeUngs 
alone of fervility and terror. We have, in confe- 
quence, particular hiflorics, not only of almofl every 
Kaflcrn Dynafty, and of every diflinguifhed prince, 
but of the principal countries and cities of Afia ; 
moil of them written with fuch an apparent ad- 
herence to truth and impartiality, that they are 
almofl conftantly preferred to European writers 
by our modern hiflorians of the Cruzades and 
and other Sadern events of the middle ages. 
The royal and noble authors of Afia are, at the 
fame time, numberlefs : a catalogpie alone would 
fill a volume. 1 fhall here only take notice of 
the Wixit^Nexam ul mulk, as a fmSdl manuicript 
of that g^at 1x^*8 will fiirnifh me with fevei^ 
curious fa£ls relative to £aflern manners. Nezam 
role from a private flation in the eleventh century, 
to be Vizir to the Sultan Alp Arflan and his Ion 
Maleklhah Jelaleddin ; which high office he held 
till near ninety years of age ; when he was flab- 
bed by a Batanifl, one of the fubje^ of the 
Old Man of the Mountain ; whilfl he was read- 
ing a petition which the affidfin had prefented. 
This Vizir was one of the mofl extraordinary 
men of any age or country. He was a compleat 
flatcfman and a confummate general. He was 
learned : and a mod munificent patron of learn- 
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ing. He founded and endow^ many feminane# 
of fctence, but particularly a noble college at 
Baghdad. His palace was ever open to men of 
genius; many of whom enjoyed great penfions 
from his privy purfe.. They locked upon them- 
felves as his fubjedls and children, and ufiially 
attended their benefactor, on great fblemnilics, 
from every quarter of the empire. • 

From the foregoing obfervatioiis, which might 
be fwelled by many authorities, I apprehend it 
will appear fufficiently evident, that the Perfians 
and other Afiatics have been remarkably attentive 
to the annals of their country : that their mate- 
rials for ancient hiflory are upon a footing of re- 
fpe£l not inferior to thofe of more Weflem na- 
tions : that their traditions are upon a ground 
fully as fubflantial as thofe of the Greeks, the 
Egyptians, and other people of high antiquity : 
and that the ambition of royal and noble defeent, 
more confpicuous in Afia than even in the more 
weflern regions, mufl have been produdive of 
much refearch, and opened uncommon channels 
for genealogical and hiflorical invcfligadqn. — 
When wc flrengthen this chain of fads and 
probabilities, by confidering how high in favour 
phyiicians and other learned Greeks were at the 
courts of almofl every Mohanmnedan prince i 
when we confider the number of merchants and 
other travellers in perpetual motion between the 
Eafl and Well ; when we confider the frequent 
embafiies ; the alliances by marriage ; the fkmi- 
liarity of converfation, which appears to have been 
fupported with an cafe wherein interpreters had 
evidently no concern ; and when we add to the 
whole, the fingular attachment of the princes of 
the Eafl to almofl every fpecics of learning, 
whilfl ponflantinople was the theatre of every 
barbarity that could degrade human nature : the 
prefiimption is much flronger, that the Afiatics 
ipoke C^i^k, than that the Grecians f^ke Ara- 
bic or Perfian. As every ground of reafbn feems 
to lead us therefore to conclude, that the Greek 
tongue was, for many centuries, known in the 
Eafl, nearly as well perhaps as it now is in Eu- 
rope ; we mufl extinguifh all curiofity in mari^ ^ 
and contradid eveiy charaderiflic dif{x>fition of 
human nature, if we fuppofe that the Greidan 
accounts of Ancient Afia Ihould have remained, 
for fo many ages, wholly unknown to the men 
of erudition, who wrote ; or the nri^n of rank, 
who patronized them. Hifloiy is one of the 
firfl objeds which engages the attention, when 
dippuig into a foreign tongue. Sovereigns and 
miniflers of flate miifl ever, abeve all be 

interefled in knowing what flrangers fay relative 
to their own or neighbourii^ kingdoms* The 
Khalif Almamoun^ in particular, was a prince of 
extenfive erudition, and unbounded^curiofity* He 
could not well be indifferent with to what 

the ancients might fay relative to Babyloqia, hia* 
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toyal re 64 ence of govflt|HBent« He had 

oritefcd* without «feftrt£Uoi|« a ^general coUedUon 
of Oreek ^ madoi-for the porpofe.of 

tranilation i ai^k is iinpoffible to fuppofe that Hif- 
torians could be exc^ited. They have bopa 
fubmitted, amongft the to the review of the 
learned : their fubjedt would naturally be report- 
ed to the KhaUf y and if not k^ndated, it could 
apparently arife only from the confideration* diat 
• their hiilory of thole countries feemed merely 
the Tale of a Tub (erioully told } and by no 
means agrceid>le to the belief either of the ab- 
origines of the country, or of the ingenious men 
of alJL nation#, wh0» from every quarter of the 
empire, flocked to Baghdad, as the centre of 
magnificence and (cience. When we refleA then, 
that the Mofaa.mfnciji.an writers have paid no re- 
^rd to the Grecian, hiflories : that they have 
given us fa^ of a very diflerent complexion : 
that no hiflorian will ever prefume to ^ublilh 
annals of his own countiy, totally diflimilar to 
tlie great lines of anceflorial atchievement, which 
mull ever remam Arongly imprefled upon the 
minds of a peo^e j and that thole hillories of 
Perfia are confldered as genuine by the Afiatics 
in general : no obfervation on the manners of 
mankind can jollify a total difregard to them ; 
though diflbnant to the relations which we have 
hitherto been accullomed to receive. Modem 
cooipilers.of Ancient Hilloxy may wilh indeed to 
conceal their ignorance of the languages and li- 
terature of the Ball under one general unfup- 
ported aflertion, that they are wild, uninterell- 
ingv and obfeure ; but luch a mode of indiferi- 
minate cenfure can tend only to perpetuate error. 
Truth ought to be learched for wherever it can 
be. found ; and. a well authenticated fa^, if told 
by a Perfian, an Arab, or a Chinefe, ihould re- 
move an improbability, though adorned^ with all 
the eloquence of Greece or Rome. I 

1 T will not be conceived, however, that I 
wilh any ancient llory exploded but upon grounds 
of obvious propriety. A free and candii^invef- 
tigation is all that is propofed. Even the moll 
impoflible and moll abfurd of the Grecian and 
Roman flddtt may keep their ground, till more 
lationfd weU fuppcik^d fa6ls appear to fill 
their room. thing *s better than a vacuum. 

Geographers of unknown regions, according to 
the pod, place in their snaps ** Elephants inllead

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and Ceres i but 1 cannot help thinking, that it 
is refining rather too much upon the credulity of 
man, to fix, like the great Newton, the precile 
epochas of thofe PagSh Gods and Heroes by 
introducing even ecliplcs, and other ailronomical 
oblervations, to demonftrate the eras and adven- 
tures of beings, whole exiRence Rands, upqp a 
ground by no means more fubHantial than the 
Garagantua of Rablais, or the Brobdiggnaggs of 
Ltcmuel Gulliver. ■* 1 do not pretend, fays Sir 
** llaac, (in the eighth page of his Chronology), 
to be exadi to a year : there may be errors of 
** five or ten years, and fometimes twenty, and not 
** much above.” This publication, indeed, bearing 
the name of the immortal Newton, though highly 
built upon by fublequent chronologers, is lb un- 
IpcakaNy inferior to that great man's other works, 
thiSt I am almoR unwilling to believe it’s authen- 
ticity i and can hardly be perfuaded he ever 
would have publilhed it himfelf. The materials 
of which is compofed were probably mere 
memoranda, committed to paper in the intervals of 
relaxation from more abRra^d Rudies. - He could 
not but perceive contradidlions and impoflibili- 
ties In the ancient hiRorlans, and in the lyRems 
of thole who had framed chronologies from their 
data. Something he might have meditated, and 
ibmething we might have had, of authority fimi- 
lar to his higher demonRrations ; had he lived to 
have lent it into the world, completely confider- 
ed, and finilhed with that penetrating dilcern- 
ment, which lb remarkably diRinguilhed his phi- 
lofophical inveRigations. But this remains to be 
regreted. PoRhumous publications are always to 
be fulpe^led ; and many a great man’s fame has 
felt moR cruel Rabs from the avidity of the public 
for even the gleanings of fuperior genius, and the 
undilceming zeal-oi^bme furviving friends, ** 

Let us now take a flight view of the confiRency 
of the Greek writers, and the more modern chro- 
nologers, with regard to a few of the famous per- 
Ibnages and events of antiquity, and then can- 
didly determine the juRice of their t:laim to un- 
limited belief and authority. — Queen Semiramis, 
according to Ctefias, lived about aaSo Before 
ChriR : Helvicus lays 2248 : Syncellus 2177 :

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queftionablc. that it has become a kind of grand 
era €or afccrtainiog the more doubtful dates of 
many fubfcqueot events. Sir liaac Newton, by 
calculations of the retrogriftle szK>tion of the Equi- 
Denial and Solftitial points, called the Coluees. 
from their fuppofed place then, till the year 1690. 
hxcj this expcKlition about 'die year 937 C. 
grounded chiefly upon a fuppofition. chat the 
Greek Sphere was invented by two the Argo- 
nauts Chiron and Mufeeus \ who delineated the 
expedition, under the name of the Argo, amongfl 
the Aflerirms. But this feems to be a funda- 
mental error into which this great man has fallen, 
even in his own line. Canopus, the chief ftar 
of Argo, is only 37 degrees from the fbuth pole : 
the greatefl part of the conftellation is llill nearer 
to it. The courie of the fuppofed voyage from 
Greece to Colchis lies between 39 and 45 degrees 
of north latitude. A few only of the lefler ibu^ 
can pofiibly be feen in the whole track : whilft 
thofc of the iirfl magnitude, and \|vhich alone 
arc defer ving of notice in every aftronomical ob- 
iervation. are. in thofc parts, totally invifible. 
But had this fphcrc been conflrudted by the Ar> 
gonauts ; and had they wifhed to commemorate 
the enterprize by placing their fhip amongfl the 
flats ; they mufl apparently have chofen a con- 
flellation which was confpicuous in Greece ; and 
not one. the vidble ilars of which were Coo mi- 
nute to attradl attention, or to be of the leaf! .ufe 
in the direction of their navigation. But in fadt 
the very foundation of this aflronomical queflion 
has no balls : we have no demonftration of the 
era of Chiron and Mufacus. or even of their ex- 
iftcncc. The invention of the iphere. rude as it 
confefledly was. and by no means a Iblid ground 
for exadt calculation, is at the fame time afllgned 
to many who were.not Argo^jauts : and their pre- 
tentions feem equally fubilantial. Diodorus a- 
Icribcs it to Atlas j fome attribute it to Palame- 
des ; others to Nauticaa, the daughter of king 
Alcinous ; and many deny it to have been even 
^ Grecian origin, but to have come from Egypt. 
Granting therefore that the equinoxial colure 
adtually patifed through the middle of Aries, when 
that Iphere was couftrudted. no argument can 
poltibly be drawn from thence to fix the Argo- 
nautic expedition, any more thamthe building of 
the pyramids, till it has been previoully (hown 
that the Argonauts were the inventors. 

Let us next contiderthe Argonauts in point 
of number, their courfe. their atchievements. 
and the time employed in the expedition. 
one is the higheft amount : fame make them oidy 
forty •four* Yet thelc heroes, befidjes many other 
important feats, attack Laoinedon and take Troyj 
they build cities and temples in variouSs diflant 
countries, which half a million could neither 
have cTG&cd nor peopled j and return to Greece

all the way over mountains, or carrying it on 
their fhoulders. where they .Opuld oM' conveni- 
ently fail. It is unnecetikry to dwell upon the 
more 4ninute deviations. Some make Hercules 
the coihmander. others infill for Jafbn 1 and even 
the place of defUnation is varied ^rom Colchis on 
the Buxine, to the extremity: of the Indian coaft. 
Diodorus, to give the whole anqj^ of probabili^. 
contradidts, in many refpedts. every prior account, 
and makes them return through the HellcfponC 5 
leaving all their famous buildings, to whicdi he 
himfelf, nevcrthclcfe. frequently alludes, to be 
reconciled to an agreement with this route by the 
reader or any fubfequent hillorian. It would be 
endlefs. to enlarge upon the various impofiibilities 
of this celebrated enterprize : and indeed die ac- 
counts given by Diodorus. Strabo, and other 
later writers, were there no other inconfiflency. 
feem at once to be a compleat refutation of the 
whole. They faw the incongruity of their pre- 
deceflbrs : abfurdities and contradi^ons in al- 
mofl every line could not well efcape their 
penetration. Th^ went therefore upon a difie- 
rent plan. They took part of one, part of 
another, threw in conjeAure with a liberal handj 
and formed from the whole an hypothefis. wluch 
c^ight give an author fbme flight air at leaf! of 
confiflency with himfelf. Their tales arc more 
plaufible 2 yet ftill they are but tales ; we cannot 
call them fadls. Such however has been the fyf- 
tem apparently adopted by every fubfhquent chco- 
nologer and compiler. Diodorus appaaia to have 
been the model. i We Inured in konfeqiiencc. an- 
cient events, not ss they reall y, frm- m

All die relemblance that 
can be dilcemed is, that dilate both^Aud to 
have been kingt of £gypt^;knd that they had 
both great armte ? yet to force them into a point 
oif OK|ta&, Selbftiit is brought down Ibtde hun- 
dreds of year* fiom the Aation where ancient hif- 
■torians hiul.piaced him i and eircumllances totally 
dxdhnxliai^arB lacked into, a moft unlatisfaAory 
proof of their fimilitude. But, with left violence, 
Charlemagne aud Louis XIV. might be made the 
fiune perlbn. They were both kingt of France $ 
both were powerfiil princes j and both pofleded, 
to a very high degree, the tkirft of exteniive con- 
quell, and the conlequmt luxury of making man- 
kind wretched. 

But the endeavours of commentators to re- 
concile till the events of anctent times to the hif' 
tory of the Greeks* have by no means been con- 
fined to pagan annals. The chronology of the 
Sacred Writings has, in many points* without 
the appearance of necefiity, been forced into an 
analogy with their imaginary eras : in conle- 
quence of which, a variety of anachronilms have 
been introduced, which are in dived; oppofition 
to the Hiftorical Books of Scr^turo^ to the JetmJb 
CbromieUst to yofepbus^ and to all obfervation on 
the longevity if man. I lhall attempt to clear 
up one event, fubnuttiilg, with much deference, 
the fblidity of my conjedures to men of deeper 
refearch and fuperior' abilities. The Grecians 
have given us the hiftory of a Peifian King, called 
lUy f , which we tranllate Cyrus. jyiAA prophe- 
cies, that a prince named ftrro Corsjh will releale' 
the from captiviy, and order the'AAiuild- 
ing of the^temple. To reconcile thefe twb princes, 
has been epafidered as an objed of high impor- 
tance f mid mach learning has been employ^ to 
embarcafi 7. « more fimple and fktis^doiy 
Tlliir Jra ifTi larger chronicle, and

of the probability of die Jewilh dates* Jolephus 
mentions expreilly, that Sanballat* the Samaritan 
governor* who had given lb much kaiterruption 
to the bifilding of tffs temple, utms ssBvo m tJbe 
ismt qf sMkxander f which is cxpreoMly poilible 
by the above chronology : but by die common 
fyfiem, ke muft dicn have exceeded 200 years 
yean of age. Jadtbui was the High Prieft who 
met Alexander on his return from the liege of 
Tyre, an the year 332. Now by the Sacred 
Writings we find, that ysuldua was the fifth In 
fuccefiion from yq/bua, who, together with Zo^ 
roSake/, conduded home the captive Jews. This 
event, if conneded with the Grecian Cyrus, mull 
have been in the year 536, or 204 years before 
the above-mentioned meeting s which happened 
in tho j^mr^ year of yadsktas priefthood. As 
ynt/bma was probably advanced in age, when com- 
la^ioned with Zorokakei to lead the captive peo- 
ple hovoe, ftoenteen years may be a full allowance 
for his dignity, fublequcnt to that period; which 
leaves firty-Jvoe years each to the other four ; a 
term far beyond all calculation and probability : 
efpecially as the Jewilh high priellhood was re- 
markable for a very quick fuccefiion. The opi- 
nion and records of the Jews, when fixing the 
chronology of the building bf this temple, an 
event which muft have made fo powerful an im- 
prefiion upon die minds of the whole nation, 
ought indeed to have been decifive ; where no 
oppofition elpecially was found to the Canonical 
Bc^s. But for no realbn that can apparently 
be difeovered, excepting to force the Corejh of 
IJaiab to be the Cyrus of the Greeks, have our 
commentators laboured to involve a plainer nar- 
rative in darknels % and to create with many a 
doubt of the whole, • becaule there appeared irre- 
concileable contrad^ions in the parts. ^ 

As an attachment to the chronology of Greece 
Iroms to have led therefore to many unnecefilary 
liberties with Scripture, it cannot be improper to 
ohferve, how far the hillorians of Alia correl^nd 
with the Sacred Writings. Thofe kingdoms, 
known to us by the names of the Jl^ristns, Medes, 
and Bakylonums, appear, from the Eafternwriters, 
to have formed early one great empire ; fubjeA 
to die kings ofiPcffii^ on a tenure nearly relem- 
bllng the feudal lyllem. The principdi of thofe 
dependent pfhicipalitics feems to have been Ba- 
bylon ; which, during the reign of Lohoralb, 
was governed by a prince called Nakocodnajftr, 
NakJbtum^ar, or Bakktunafkr j who is deferibed 
as havingpuflied his ocoquefta fiur into the Weft : 
and paftiilikriy to Aevr \itoer^rum yudea, and 
made mfkkfes/.qf the mbMtants. Hit Ion and 
fiKcefiRM^Ia painted at a brutaL^Qntanc 1 whole op- 
prefiioD pAdte Jews drew upon hljti jka /clen tmen t 
of 4 ^'*^^**^ ^ Per&a ; who re- 

totfyedjipiftfirom tjbe government, and appointed 
in kis iftxom Cariiffc . k piioM of the bipod* gtaodi- 
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Ibn of Lohoralb. The mother of this prince#, 
th^ add» was a Jewels ; and this they give as 
one reafon for the warmth ^ith which heefpouf- 
ed the caule of the lfra;riitdl : to whom he gave 
permiilion to return to Jerufalem, with every ea-< 
couragement towards the rebuHding rf the temple* 
No^let us oblerve the chronology* and we Ihali 
find a remarkable concurrence. Darab II. is laid* 
by the Periian hiftorians* to have reigned fourteen 
years : Darab 1. twelve % and queen Homai thirty % 
whole immediate predecellbr* as before oblerv^* 
was Ardeiliir. If we place then the iduing of 
the proclamation two years before Ardeihir's 
death, this brings it to the year 388* B. C. a 
difference of only three years from the jewilh 
dates ; and of fmall conlequence in fuch remote 
tranfai^ions. Ardefhir reigned long : let us fup- 
pofe thirty -eight years before the proclamaticm o£ 
CoreJlj ; add about thirty more for the reign of. 
Ki/litalb i and the commencement of the Seventy 
years captivity will be placed in the end of the 
reign of Lohoralb* by whofe orders Nabocodnad^* 
as before oblerved* conquered Syria* Paleltine* and 
other Wellern diAriAs. 

The great lines co-inciding thus* in a manner 
lb lingular* I lhall proceed to oblervations on the 
Iceming difagreement of fome inferior points. 
It appears evident* both from Daniel and the Per-^ 
dan hiAorians* that Curejls or Cyrus aded a fubor- 
dinate part in the taking of Babylon j the name 
of his fuperior being, according to the Sacred 
Writers* Darius the Mede i but, according to the 
Perdans, ^rdejljtr or Babaman, No etymolo- 
gical ingenuity, it is certain* can difeover a re- 
lemblance between thole names : but that does 
not leem to be of the fmalleA conlequence. The 
great rock* as obferved abo^* upon which our 
chronologers have uniformly fpUt* is an attention 
to the fancied Amilitude of names ; and to tliis 
they have often liu:rificed every conliAency of fa^l. 
But nothing can oAer a more unfubAantial bads. 
It has been long a cuAom in the EaA, for the 
reigning fovereign to give his fon fome impor- 
tant government* with the title of king j and 
this name he generally changed when he fuc- 
cceded to his father. The Ibn and fuccedbr of 
Shapor II. in the fourth century* was called Ker^ 
manjbah, and by our writers Carmafat% but when 
he mounted the throne of Perda he alTumcri 
the name of Baharam* Jengiz Khan* in t^e 
early part of life* was called femt^in* Many of 
the Great Moguls have bore diderent names be- 
fore their accedion. Shnilar inAances are innume- 
rable. It was even comnoon in Greece : Plato 
was mginally named AriAo. That an altera- 
tion of names prevailed greatly in e}d times* we 
have remariutlijlp proofs in the Paralipod^na books 
of Scriptu^ When Bfther yru^ feledh^ amoqgA 
other virgins lev the royal choice^ lll^^^brm^ 
luune Hadaffidb was diopt> new giyen 
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to her* figoi^dng* iiu Ferfiair Wheii

Abe^ttegp* All nations* we 'may aifo oblerve* 
have had a greater or partiality for metony- 
mipal and metaphorical alludmt: and many per-

liar attribute* or tide* which was perfectly well 
underAood by thole te whom the i^ech or writing 
was addSeded* tho* by no means ^vious to elhert . 
wkhoujt a key. Indk Sacred Wriihigs# a hiAoiy 
of the Perdan empire is not intended : iuch points 
only are touched upon* as are oonne£ked wi^Xhe 
annals of the Jews : to be intelligible to the cl^ 
len people is all that was propofed : the name* 
the title* or the epithet of thp /overdd^ of Per- 
da* which was moA duniliar to^/iftnif* was con- 
lequently cholen : and udiether it was the 
die Great King^ Darius, or any corFel|x>nding 
denomination* if, was certainly a point of no im-- 
portance* whilA th^ all were perfedtiy under- 
Aood. Dara, as oblerved before* dg^udes* in 
Perdan* a Great King ; and the aeWtion of Me^ 
dian might Amply denote that his chief reddence 
was in that country. The diderent, Perdan mo- 
narchs of the Kaianian dynaAy* had a partiality 
for different cities in their extendve empire, Lo- 
horasb was fo remarkably fond of Balkh in Kho- 
radan* that he is often called Balkhi, His fuc- 
cedbr KiAitasb gave the preference to yiakhar or 
Perjepolis. Bahaman might have liv^ occado- 
nally in Media % and poAibly have marched from 
thence* attended by Corejh, on the expedition 
againA Babylon. Queen Homai was particularly 
attached to BetfepoUs ; where the Adatic hiAori- 
ans lay Ihc built the celebrated palace which they 
name Chehelminar* afterwardiudeAroyed by Alex- 
ander : and* as this became the favourite abode pf^ 
her fuccedbrs till the Macedonian conqueA* we 
accordingly dndthat every fublequent event* men- 
tioned in the Sacred Writings, is referred to the

That Abqpter^s^ like jbarius, 
is not the name of any individuid prince, but a 
title ; and probably derived, by a very fimple Periian 
etymology, fiom Cbefru $ which fignifies a Great 
King. CAo/Hi or Kai CJbofin w:a8 the third prince 
of ahe Kaianian dynally ; whole "‘fucceieiul wars 
againft the. Turanians or Scythians, the old he* 
reditaiy enemies -of Periia, had greatly extended 
and firmly eftabli£hM^ the empire.

But that would be an ob- 
jedion of ^no weight, nothing being more com- 
mon in the Eaft: a famous prince in the eleventh 
century^ amongft many inftances, being called

T H B appareht cohelufions to be drawn from 
from the preceding obfervations, are. That the 
Greeks and Kamans, in their ancient hiftories, 
elpecially of diftant countries, Httc often wrong % 
and, in general, liable to fufpicion : That their 
accounts of the Eaft, as well with regard to 
znanners, as hiftoric fafts, are inconfiftentWwith 
the Afiatic authors z irreconcileable with Scrip- 
ture i contradidory in themlelves ; and often 
impoffible in natures That as the later writers, 
J^iodorus, Straba^ Platarcb, azb often in com- 
pleat oppofidon to. the earlier hiftorians, and com- 
plain of the repugnances with which they are 
every where perplexed, nothing can more ftrong- 
ly point to a fundamental error : That modern 
chronolpgers, commentators, and compilers of 
Antient Hiftory, difter likewife greatly in opi- 
nion ; fupporting frequently their fyftems by 
points of a moft doubtful complexion, azid re- 
jefdng others 6f ii fiii^ more prob^le appchrance : 
That a reiemblance of names is often ‘p r ef er red 
to 4 confifteiioy in fa£U : That l^e .mvendons of 
fu|jlrftition,' dr the fi^ions of poets, are often 
viewed as teal events z and the fame critical ac-

But on 
this leading point, alTcrtion leems too often to 
have ufurped the province of proof : of above 
forty radicals, a half at lead do not appear to ap- 
proach the fenfes he has given them : whilft 
milled by his ear and his eye, he has fancied 
analogies, which the languages will not bear; and 
drawn concluftons, to which the premiles leem 
compleatly foreign. * 

One great endeavour of our learned author is 
to trace to his Cuthites the origin of Solar and 
Igneous worlhip : and, in order to fix this theo- 
rem, he brings forward a number of particles^ 
which, he fays, in ancient times fignified the 
Sun or F/re, As he leldom mentions, however, 
in what particular idiom they were received in. 
thofc fenfes, doubts naturally arife. To the Sun, 
as a mere afironomical body, or to the Fire, as 
a fimple element, few of them appear to bear 
the mod remote relation : and, in any other Icnle, 
defi riptive of them as obje<ds of adoration, they 
might, with equal propriety, be adduced to au- 
thenticate the worlliip of the Egyptian Onion, 
the Druids Oak, or the great Arabian Stone Devil 
in the valley of Mouna. For how far they may 
have been figuratively applied, will prove only 
the traces of general fiipcrdition, without point- 
ing either to the nature, origin, or votaries of 
any particular mode of wor/hip ; becaule greaip 
glorious t and fuch epithets, which Ibmc of thole 
words i Hi ply, may have been indifcriminatcly 
beftowed upon every dock' or done which the 
folly of man has, at any time, thought proper to 
treat with refpedt. ** 

T H E fird of thofc particle^ which I lliall take 
notice of, is el or cil. In Hebrew, Arabic, and 
Perfian, this word has many different meanings ; 
and, amongd others, fignifics a god ; but with- 
out the lead authority to fuppofe that it ever had 
any particular affinity to the Sun. In a variety of 
indances, however, it is merely the Arabic article 
ihci as Flain The fountain, ILlaur The fire, ^in al 
Jham The Fountain of Syria (not, the Fountain 
of the Siin) ; FJ faid The Prince,6cc.(and not the 
Saite prince'). “ The deity E/, Mr. Bryant fays, 
was particularly invoked by the Eadcrn na- 
tions, when they made an attack in battle : 
at fuch time they ufed to cry out EJ-el and 
^l-al. This Mohammed could not bring his 
prolelytes to leave off*, and therefore changed 
it to Mlab” But this appears to have no 
foundation, and the learned gentleman produces 
no protof*. I have not been able to dilcover, 
that the Arabians ever entertained the lead par- 
tiality for £/, as a divinity: nor is the name even 
to be found amongd the numerous idols wor- 
Ihipped by the different tribes j a circumdance 
extremely improbable, had it ever been remark- 


able as an objeft of their invocation, ylllaby on the 
contrary, is a word of much antiquity, and was 
certainly in ufe among the Arabians long before 
the era of Mohammed. I lhall mention one un- 
quedionable authority^ The prince Amralkeis, 
a cotemporary of Mohammed, was one of the 
mod celebrated of the Arabian poets ; and the 
author of one of the famous poems, formerly- 
mentioned, called Moallakati which, on account 
of their fuperior excellence, were hung up in the 
temple of Mecca. In this poem jillab occurs j 
where it never could have appeared, had it been, 
an innovation of Mohammed. Two realbns 
ieem to be conclufive ; The rooted averfion 

and contempt that prince ever entertained for the 
prophet and his religion, which would have made 
him defpiie the idea of adopting any thing ori- 
ginating from him j and, fecondly^ The certainty 
that this poem mud have been written, and fuf- 
pended in the Kaaba, before Mohammed’s pub- 
lic appearance ; or at lead before he had obtained 
influence fiifHcient with the Arabians, to make 
them depart from edabliffied ufages : for after 
he had got that Temple into his power, we find 
no more poems hung up there. To have admitted 
any thing indeed into that facred fabric, which 
fupported not the new religion, would have been 
confidcred as a high profanation : and we cannot 
furely fuppofe, that the produ<5tions of a profcfled 
pagan, a peribnal enemy to the prophet, and an 
open fcoffer at the Modem faith, fhould have 
met with that favour which was denied from this 
period to all the world. Another proof that 
^llab was of old ufed for Omnipotence amongd 
the Arabians, may be drawn from the following 
circumdances. The chief religion that prevail- 
ed in this country, before the Mohammedan, 
was the Sabian : which inculcated a belief in one 
Supreme Deity ; in the dars and angels, as his 
fubordinates ; and in idols, as their reprefenta- 
tives. Of thofe idols the principal was jlllat, 
or Alibet (the feminine of Allah), whom they 
c'onfidered as the elded daughter of Ood ; and 
worfhipped, in that charaa:cr, with the highed 
degree of devotion. If the Arabians had there- 
fore any fpecics of war-cry before their prophet’s 
era, it was probably either Allah ^ which they 
dill ufe, or Allat^ their favourite goddefs j both 
of which are derived from a root totally diffimi- 
lar to £/. Was any further argument neceflary, 
to prove that this was no intrbdudlion of the 
Arabian lawgiver, the filence of the Alcoran 
would alone, perhaps, be fufiicient : for had this 
cry ever prevailed, and had it ever been confi- 
dered as an object of alteration by Mohammed, 
it mud have been mentioned in that book : there 
being no point to which, the prophet was more 
dridtly attentive than to introduce into it, by the 
pretended minidry of the angel Gabriel, every 
innovation, however trifling, which he judged 
proper to make, in the religion, laws, and man- 
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ners of liis countrymen : in order to gain refpcfl, 
and lecure obedience to his mandates ; which, by 
this device, he persuaded his followers, were the 
immediate dictates of heaven. * 

On^ or eotty is faid to be an Egyptian name of 
the Sun ; and for this we have the authority of 
the prieft Manetho, as quoted by Eulebius and 
Theophilus. 1 fhall not dilpute it, but only ob- 
ferve, that every thing relative to the old Eyp- 
tians is lb ftrangely involved in hieroglyphic dark- 
nefs and abfurdity, that we know little which 
bears the lemblance of probability, with regard 
to tlieir hiftory, their religion, or their language. 
^J"he kahens, or pricfVs, it appears, had a myf- 
terious cliara(51:er of their own ; and as every ex- 
prellion of common fenle feems to have been con- 
lidered by them as dangerous to their power, by 
removing the harrier of lliperflitum from between 
them and the people, lymbols, which meant any 
tiling and nothing, were uf’ed as the only me- 
dium of religious communication. The rude 
and iiideous hiertiglyphics on their obclilks, have 
no analogy to tlmle of any |)eople in the world ; 
nor has enquiry fixed the mofb remote refem- 
blance between their I'acred dialed and that of 
any adjacent flatc. T['o build therefore Syrian, 
Clialclean, or Phrygi.an rites, dignities, and cities, 
on Egyptian foundations, appears, at befl, a moft 
fufpicious ground, and certainly very unfit to 
bear a fuperftru<£turc of any magnitude. \ 

TL'iie Etymological combinations and dcriva* 
tives from Mam^ the Ibii of the patriarch Noah, 
and the llippoled progenitor of the Cuthite fami- 
ly, are introduced, in a variety of lights, as 
great authorities in fupport of the exiftcnce of 
this uncommon people ; and of the adoration of 
the Sun and Fire, which they are faid to have lb 
univerfally propagated. But on this head 1 have 
many doubts, lianii in the Hebrew as well as 
ill the Arabic, is fpelt with a letter, the true 
pronunciation of which is a ftrong afpi ration, 
refembling h in Mound, 'Wherever Europeans 
have therefore written it Cham, it muft apparent- 
ly liavc proceeded either from inadvertency, or 
to accommodate it to a fimilar found in their own 
languages. The Germans and Hutch, in parti- 
cular, will ever adopt this mode, becaufe they 
univerfally give ch a ftrong guttural pronuncia- 
tion ; but in Englifti and other languages it feems 
to be wrong ; as this Eaftcrii word can never, with 
propriety, be pronounced like charaSlcr ; but pre- 
cllcly as Hound above-mentioned, or as Ham, the 
xnanner in which it has been uniformly and judi- 
cioufly exprefled by the tranflators of our Englifti 
Bible. The combinations in which hard Ch or C is 
introduced, appear, for thefe reafbns, to have no 
natural concern with the name of the patriarch ; 
and muft, if they have any meaning, be looked 
for in various and very <4iftin6t roots ; though 


chance and corruption may poinbly, after all, 
lay a ftrongcr claim So the far greater number, 
than the raoft ingenious analylls can trace to a 
more legitimate origin. It may he laid indeed, 
and with trutli, that Ibme nations have nniv'cr- 
fally given tlic hard liouiid of ch to this letter ; 
the Italians in particular writing and pronouncing 
Alohammed Machomcic. But this is evidently a 
corruption : corruptions are not uniform ; iVr- 
lians, Syrians, Greeks, indeed all nations, corrupt 
differently. '\"et Air. Bryant brings names from 
China to Rome, beginning with hard C and Ch : 
and all of them, he fays, derived from Ham: hut 
till it can be dcmonftratcd, that thefe various na- 
tions, diHimilar in almoft every point of view, 
arc, nevcithelefs, uniform in their mode of cor- 
rupting foreign words, we fhall liardly he induced 
to believe, that thole names tliallenge an origin 

from one common radical word. Hmon or Oma- 

nus^ and fimilar names which he allb deduces Irtmi 
Ham, Icem, if poflibic, to be ftlll more vaguc- 
Thc Hebrew and the Arabic diifer remarkably in 
their formation from moft other tongues. In 
tlicfc the alphabets arc divided into certain letters, 
which they call radicals, and far'vilcs. The firft 
arc as efleiitial to the texture of a word, as the 
head is to the human body : and excepting in 
pofition, muff ever remain unaltered ; conjuga- 
tion, dcclcnfion, with every fpecics of inflexion, 
dcriv.atlon, and compofitiou, being performed by 
the intermediation of the flrviles. As thelc arc 
placed not oidy at the V^eginning and end of 
words, bvit all'o in tlic middle, the radicals are con- 
Icquently often feparated ; and they arc fonietlmcs 
tranlpoled : but to omit any of thofe indifpcnfi- 
ble letters, or to add a radical to a mot already 
complcat, is abfblutely inconlifteiit with the ge- 
nius of the tongues ; and wliolly deftru£tivc of 
the words : as cither depriving them altogether 
of fenfe, or giving them meanings incom]>atible 
with the intrinfick fignifications of their themes. 
Now the initial h in Ham is a Fadical letter : 
to remove it, is precilcly removing the whole 
word ; Amon, on thofe principles, can appa- 
rently have no reference to the fou of Noah ; 
and every conolufion drawn from the ^monian 
appellative of the Cuthite people, feems to be a 
foundation by far too flight to fupport the edifice, 
which the learned gentleman has erc<ftcd. * 

Ait, we arc next told, is the Sun ; but ftill 
without mentioning in what dialc61:. Ait, in 
in Hebrew and Arabic, figniHcs a Jign, *zvonder, 
miracle, &c. and in this fenfe Ait-el, (which, 
according to Air. Bryant, implies Heus Sol) may 
be rendered The •ivondcrjul God and Ait-ur, 
The miraculous Jirc, inftcad of The Jire or heat of 
the Sun, Athyr, oi.e of the old Egyptian months, 
of Chaldean extraction, w'hich he derives from 
this combination, feems however to come from 
a different origin ; and to be the fame with the 
& 
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Pcrfian A^yr or a'z.cr^ which fignifics Ptre^ lighte- 
ning^ the Angel of Jire ; and allb a month, which 
corrc1j»ondccl anciently with March, and now 
witli Novenihtr. I^hat the Chaldeans and Per- 
liaiis iiad many w'orcls in common, is unqueftion- 
able I wliiltl the diiiereiicc of pronunciation is 
nothing hut wliat is ui'ual in every word where 
fuch letters are found ; the Jews, the Arabians, 
and ]>roliabIy the Egyptians, giving uniformly tlie 
hard lound /’/>, ds^ 6 lc. to thole charadters 

w'liich the Periians have ever Ibftened into s or s, * 

Asy /j, or /V-f, is allb laid to be the Sun» In 
Hebrew, ns undoubtedly denotes Fh'e\ and may, 
pofllbly, have been figuratively applied to the Star 
<jf Day : I lhall Jiere coniine my obiervations there- 
foi e to Ibme mi Hakes into which Mr. Bryant has 
been aj'jia rent ly led by a limllarity of iounds. 
“• -7.f, he fays, is fonietimes com}H>unded with 

itlilf, and rendered a fas ai.'-' and thence 

he draws a variety of conclufiuiis, as if the combi- 
nations troin afis or •.fs, and a^a':^ or were 

deduciblc from the lame original ; but Cicero 
and Scanderlurg are not more dillincl than the 
roots from vvliencc they Ipring ; tiie llrH imply- 
ing, in JlelJi ew, us iil '\ yre obterveb, l ire \ and, 
ill Arabic, A foundation^ on gin, fft principle ; 
the other de noting Glory, di^^ ..y, ponjoer, 6rc : 
whilli the iniriiil letters are, at the lame tunc, 
not only quite biflxieiit, hut s and i.OkVever 
interchangeable ibtneciiiics in otiicr languages, (as 
paiionl/.c, patronile ; authorize, authoriie, in 
Englilh), are equally remote, in the Eaftern dia- 
frdm promilcuous ufe, as the moH oppo- 
fite li>undiiig charadlers in the alpliabet. AtfJj 
Fire, it may allb be remarked, can never polli- 
bly be dciivcd from ad-is, the radicals being to- 
tally iiTcconcileable ; an obje£V.lon that indeed 
may be made to the names of almolf all the 
countries, temples, lakes, and fountains, which, 
by combination, tranf}>ofition, and fancied ana- 
logy, lie lays down, as originating from as or az, ^ 

San, fon, man, ^aatt, Ali-. Bryant fays, was 
the moH common name for the Sun; but in what 
KaHi rn diale<5l we are not informed. LTpoii this 
ground, 'he oblerves, however, that the Indian 
lierculcs, or ihe Circek Dor fanes, was an abridge- 
ment of Adorfan ; whicli he interprets Ford (f 
light : but \vc liavc no proof that ador ever lig- 
nilied a Ford, or fan the Sun or Fight. Ador 
may he tranllatcd in Arabic F'hc po'vuer <f fire * 
hut 1 would ratlier fuppofc it to he tlic lame as 
the Perlian A^t.r (biic) mentioned above; for, 
by the diflerence of pointing, or provincial pro- 
nunciation, it may be founded a-z^or, a%er, a^yr, 
adcr . &L(z. Sam. wdit ii lubjoined to nouns in the 
Perlian language, implies Jinulitude ; Adorfan or 
A'zcrfan fignifies tlierelore refembling fire, fplendid, 
bright ; and, coulcqucntly, it may, witli pro- 
priety, have been applied as an epithet or attribute 


to a deity. Barfanes, an ancient king of Ar- 
menia, is alfo faid to denote Barfan, or offspring 
of the Sun ; yet Hill as wc diiputc fan's relation 
to the fun, it is impoHible to admit it. Bar, as 
an adjunfl:, denotes a country, as Malabar, Tran- 
quebar, &c. it allb implies great, elevated ; and, 
in that leiife, is often joined with the name of 
Ood : San lignifies dignity, grandeur, honour, &c. 
A combination of luch terms may naturally fur- 
iiilh gcK)d etymological grounds for religious or 
royal titles, without any relation to the fun : but 
I will gc a little farther, and juft hint, that Bar- 
fan may be corrupted from Barman or Ben&in, 
which in Perlian denotes Fire, a temple of fire^ 
a chief prieji of fire ; and ablbliitely the name of 
the reputed founder of the lirft temple of fire in 
Armenia : in which country, by Orecian as well 
as Eaftern tradition, this mode of worfliip is faid 
to liave originally commenced ; and to have been 
carried from thence by /^i>roaftcr into Pcrlia. As 
the king was often, at the fame time, high prieft, 
the propoled etymology may not, perhaps, Ik: 
altogether ideal. * 

AJl, qfta, (Jla, hcjlia, figaified, our learned au- 
tlior fays, the Fire, or the deity of that clement ; 
but Hill we are left in the dark with regard to the 
tongue. Oil this fuppohtion, however, he dis- 
putes an et^miology of Dr. Hyde with rcfpcift to 
Ifiakhar or Perfepolis ; and 1 muft venture to dif- 
fer not only from both, but even from the Far- 
hang Jehangiri. The learned Doctor im:igincs 
this city to have been named from a palace or 
temple hewn out of a Rock ; and derives it, in 
coiilequcncc, from the eighth conj i^gatic^n of an 
Arabic verb, w^hich has a reference to Stones. 
The derivation is fufficiently vague in any i>oint 
of view ; but the tracing it to an Arabic origin 
feems to deftroy it at once. It is not till the 
feventh century of the Chriftian era, as before 
oblervcd, that wc are to look for the introduiftion 
of Arabic words into the Perlian language ; whilft 
Ifiakhar is a city of fuch high antiquity, that the 
origin is loft in uncertainty and fi<ftion. King 
CJcmlhid is the hiftorical founder of it : Romance 
carries it beyond Adam, and alcribes it to Jan 
ben Jan, the king of the Oenii : the one indeed 
may be as fabulous as the other, but they both 
incoiitcftibly prove its extreme antiquity. To 
fuppole then, that the Periians, who appear, in all 
ages, to have been remarkably attentive to give 
every place a name, in their own tongue, ex- 
pre/liv’C of Ibme peculiar quality, or commemo- 
rative of Ibme great event, ftiould, on the foun- 
dation of their metropolis, their chief temple, or 
tlieir royal palace, have recourfc to a language 
they apparently knew nothing of ; and fpoken 
by "a people whole political confequence could 
then intitle them to no fuperior rcl^^l ; appears 
equally vilioiiary as hunting for the etymol^ies 
of London or Paris in the dialects of China or

Japan. Mr. Bryant is led to qucftion this deri- 
vation, but upon grounds I am afraid more re- 
fined than I'olid. - “ 1 am entirely a flrangcr 
“ (fays he) to the Perlic and Arabic languages ; 

** yet I cannot acquiefee in his opinion 

** TJic place, to be furc, is built of ftone taken 
“ from a quarry or rock : but what temple or 
“ palace is not ?** This realbning docs not Iccni 
conclufivc ; for, were there not, even in Eng- 
land, numberlefs palaces and churches built of 
materials very different from floiie, the caprice 
of founders cannot always be accounted for : and 
he might, wirli the lame force of argument, dil- 
putc the cxiftence of Ci’vita •vecchut^ or AVw- 
cqjlle ; becaule all cities mulf, in time, grow old, 
and every caflle mulf have once been new. But 
the interpretation which this obieifion is meant 
to introduce. Hands upon a bottom by no means 
more I'ubllantial ; for wliere does l^la lignify 
jircy and char a palace or a temple ? Not appa- 
rently in the Perliun, to which alone we ought 
to look for the etymon of a l^crfian mctroixdis : 
and this idea has accordingly been followed by 
the author of the Farhang, who deduces it from 
a word, which in that 1 mg u age fignihes a large 
cjftern or tank hollowed out of the ruck : but 
this derivation appears alio to l-c exceptionable ; 
as every circumHance of likehiiood will lead us 
rather to imagine, that the ciftcrn, inHead of 
beftow’ing a name, received its own d prjieriori 
£rom the v\.rnplc ; to which it was not oiilj infe- 
ritir in inipoitance, but lublequcnt probably in 
point of time : whillb the lacred application of 
its waters, to joine of the higher inyft*- *?. > of 
their religion, might luoii caule tlu ;..aijie iini- 
verfally to prevail, and to denote, in general, 
any fimilar refervoir of water. Having thus dif- 
iented ifom fucli refpeftable authorities, I fh^ill 
now proceed to hazard two etymologies, which 
have at leafl the appearance of Handing iqion a 
broader and more limple bads. I/ia denotes a 
place^ Jiation^ dnjuelUng (from the I’crfian verb 
I/laden^ To Hand, remain, dwell) ; Khur or Khar 
HgniHcs the Sun: whence IJiakhar will naturally 
imply, th& place or temple of the Sun. 1ft a ^ ift^^ 

or means allb praije (from the verb Jutuden) ; 
and, in this lenle, the combination of thele 
words will exprefs Praife of the Sun : both of 
which intt rpretations feem to be unforced ; and 
highly chara£lcriHic of the capital and chief 
temple of an empire, where, from time imme- 
morial, the Sun had been the great oHenlible ob- 
ject of adoration. * 

Shem^ ftjamen^ and ftjemefl.^^ we are next told, 
are terms relative to the Heavens and to the 
Sun ; and here wc have Hebrew authority : but 
every conclulion the learned gentleman has form- 
ed, from the premiles, is another demoiiHrative 
proof, how much in the dark the bell judgment 
muH wander, when building upon etymological 


deriiiitions, without a knowledge of the languages 
w'heiicc the information Ihould be dtaw'ii. Samos., 
Samo/hrart\ Samora, and lucJi like names, if 
they are of EaHcrn extraction, inuH flow from 
very different roots : wlfilH the chief point lie 
endeavours to llx, that Syria //ow its mimff., w'as 
particularly devoted to Solar w'orlhip, falls to the 
ground ; neither of the names. Sham nor aS vria 
having any reference to the Sun. Sham,, b^' wJiich 
that country is moH generally know'n ro the 
Aliatics, is a root li> little cmiiiecleJ with tl:e lle- 
hrew' Shenujh or the Arabic iA/.'e.wj, tliat livj in- 
flexions of thofe languages can e ver peifliblv' pro- 
duce the nioH remote analogy. Sham,, S['at:iet, 
or Shame (and with the article IJt.faam or I'Jh- 
Jhamt^J implies I'dack., a black tuolc upon the face,, 
the lift hand, &c. and this lall figiiiticatiiMi is 
that wdiicli is in general received b\ tin Arabians 
andtJie Syrians tlicinlelves ; a name, tiiey lay, this 
country obtained, at the lame time th;il .Arabia 
Felix W'as called I'emen, wbieli impliv.s the fight 
hand \ the one lying to the right and the cither to 
the left of the Kiaba, or temple of J\iecca. This 
is the derivation adopted, in particular, yet with 
ibmc doubt, by the celebrated Sultan ^bulfeda^ 
who reigned in Syria about the middle of the 
fourteenth century ; and wrote, in Arabic, an 
Univerfal Iliftory,, and a Syftem of Geography. 
Upon this etymology , Mr. Bryrjit obferves, “Abul- 
“ feda luppoles, that Syria is calJetl Scliam quali 
“ HniHra. It was called Sham for the lame rea- 
“ H'a that It was called Syri'i •i\ioe 

“• the fame Scipiof. Perlic i; 

— “ .Syria i=, called at tin day Souriftni.. • la 
“ from Sehor, Sol, 'Zuptee oi vTit ece.” But n 
inHcad of corredting one error, our learned autlior 
has made two ; hesaufe were there even fuch a 
word in Perlian, as above aflerted, denoting the 
Sun, the Aliatics would hardly write Souri or Sou- 
riftan from the rcKit Sehor \ as h is a raciicai, and 
cannot be difpenlcd with. Abidfedas’s cty.no- 
logy obvioufly rcjedls the Sun ; as a man of liis 
learning and penetration could not ^xilfibly liave 
been perplexed about tlie origin of his klngdo-m’s 
name, had he feeii any rational ground of deri- 
vation from rliat luminary : yet it muH: be con- 
fefled, that the*idea which he has followed, uiilels 
more exadlly defined, is by no means convincing ; 
for neither I'emen nor Sham appear to have any 
pofitivc relation in point of Right or l.,eft to the 
K.aaba ; which muH depend entiiely upon the 
pofition a pcrilm may take when conlidering this 
temple. If you view it towards the north, thele 
countries are undoubtedly found in the above po- 
fitions ; but turning towards the Ibuth, they arc 
reverfed ; and in the EaHcrn and VFcHern direc- 
tions they are neither right nor left? — With regard 
to Syria 1 lhall here hazard an e.tymolog)s which, 
whether it may be eHeemed juH or not, flows at 
leaH from the limple untortured meaning of the 
word. This country has been ever famed for 
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rofes ; the Damage rtjfc is celebrated even by our 
linglilh pot ts. Suri in Perfian denotes a fpecies 
of this fltivvt r, beautiful in colour and delicate in 
linell : Surijlan^ or the land of rofeSy might con- 
fetjucntly, with much propriety, liave been given 
hy the Perfians, to a country which produced 
tliem in fuch perfection and abundance. Stan or 
ifiany the adjunct, i;s, like our (hire, fometimes 
added, lometimes dropt ; Fars or FtvJj/laHy Suri 
or SuriJlaUy being iudilTerently ufed, as we lay 
IF ills i>r l-Fill/l.ure. 'SLupiat, is therefore j)urc Pcrlian, 
with the < heek termination ; and througli this 
mediiini comes our Syria fubftitutliig only^- for 
tlie Cheek v upon the fame principles with other 
fimilar words adojjted from tliat tongue (as ly Clem 
from '^vfTifjLct) , the Knglilh pronunciation having 
no found precil'ely correliwiiding with the (Jreck 
y^/i/on. Having had occalion to mention Jlan or 
ijhin abovf, it may not be improper to point out 
tome rniflakcn concluhons whicli Mr. Bryant has 
tlrawn from this termination. “ he obferves, 

“ lignilied a kind of Jiigh ;Utar ; that it prevail- 
“ ed aiTMjngll tlic ancient lletrurians ; that it 
“ foriii'.d tile compounds MumanlinuSy PaUtlinuSy 
“ ^^'ventinus ; and that it appears to be the lame 

with Ian in the Kail, wliicli occurs occahonally in 
“ JKlogiiiis-tafiy Indos-lufiy Fharjis-iatiy Chtfis-tanP 
In regard to tin- Roman examjiles, it leems to be 
flrainiiig, to the nrjnoll, etymological refinement, 
to make any thing more of tiiem than mere 
jioHetru e adje<ftives ; as tlicle names appear to 
luive no more title to any meaning of myllcry, 
tlian lUxiiiulrine fi\>m Alexander y legatine from 
hgat ; hwt w'ith rel'pecl to the Afiatic illullra- 
tioii.'t, which he has produced in fupport of this 
ingtiiious theory, tliey have politively not the 
Icall l<»iiridatioii ; neither tan nor tin, in this Icnfc, 
being even known in any li.iflern dialedl, as will 
he moi J fuliy explained in the notes. * 

As 1 appjelienil eiK)iigh will appear, in the 
foregoing ohlervatioiis, to ]n>int out tlic compre- 
Jieiilive utility 'of the Arabic ajid Perliaii lan- 
guages in every difcuffion of high auticjuity : and 
as tills preliminary dillertation is merely deligncd 
to touch generally up<jn I'uch topics as may liavc 
a tendency to throw light u]>on tlie fuhjciS: at 
large ; the bounds and intention of this Iketch 
will not permit me to enter into a more minute 
iiivcRigation of Air. Bryant’.s very learned and 
valuable w^ork. Some IVight obfervations on other 
particles will he found in the notes ; and with 
them 1 lhall, for the ]>refent, doll my philolo- 
gical remarks. 1 wifh, however, it may not be 
uiiderllood, tliat i place any uncommon weight on 
rhe defnitions which I have any where offered ; 
hy fu]>jiofiiig thrm to be the pofitivc origin of 
the p\uper nameo to which they are applied. My 
ehi. f pui pofe Jias been fimply to fhow, that the 
h ;iiii;eatioiis brought from the Arabic and Per- 
luin languages are exprcflive ; and may cafily. 


without violence, juftify a poffibility of their 
having been fb employed- But 1 am too fenfible- 
of the uncertainty which mufl always accom- 
pany every fimilar conje£ture, to conlider them 
on liigher ground than points of mere curiofity, 
and incentives to deeper iiivefligation. How 
many obfeure clrcuniflaiices, known only to the 
founders, have concurred in giving names to 
places r How difficult it is to determine, whe- 
ther they were denominated from Chiefs, from 
Kvents, or from l^cculiar Qualities of Situation ? 
and how many have derived names from more 
Ancient Strudlures, to which they bore a relcm- 
blance merely in fome fubordinate circumflaiicc ; 
that left not a ray to trace the great original 
meaning r Innumerable examples might be 
brought : but I fhall confine myfelf to one ob- 
vious inflancc. The Pantheon of Pome was dedi- 
cated Po all the Gods ; and its Cireciaii name was 
perfedlJy deferiptive of the defign. Its archi- 
tecture was pleafing ; future artifls admired it i 
and domes arofe in diflant countries confecrated 
to any thing but gods. What a noble field of 
critical iiivefligation might not the Pantheons of 
the Ffeurial and of Loftdon furnifh, therefore, to 
antiquaries, two thouland years hence ; could we 
fuppofe, for a moment, the Pantheon of Agrippa 
to be forgotten ; and the languages and hiflory 
of CTrecce and Rome to be then as compleatly 
involved in darknefs, as tliofe of high antiquity 
are to the refcarches of modern times. \ 

Upon the whole, an able general will maket 
admirable difpolitions even on bad grounds. Air. 
Bryant’s arguments will ever command refpcCl ; 
but the Pations he has chofen mufl, in my hum- 
ble opinion, baffle all his Ikill to defend. With- 
out an acquaintance with thole Eaflerii tongues, 
all analyfis of Kaflcni names mufl lie compleatly 
fanciful : for whilfl numbers of words, which 
may be exprefled perfedly alike in Ruropeaii 
characters, have roots and meanings totally dif- 
ferent ; others, which, in the eye of a llranger 
to the dialcCts, may bear no refemblance, will 
claim the fame radical origin, and poflefs little 
variation of fciife. Widely differing, therefore, 
as tliofe Eaflern inflexions are from the genius of 
European tongues, it mufl be evident^ even to 
thole who have never made them an objeCl of 
fludy, that the fame principles which might 
guide an enquirer through the etymologies of the 
one clafs, mufl, in general, palpably miflead his 
rclea relies in the other. It will hardly be 
confidcred, at the fame time, as a fubftantial 
ground of defence, for this ingenious geatlc- 
raaii, to advance arguments, fimilar to thofe he 
has already ufed in ref^dl to the Hebrew : “ I do 
“ not, fays he, deduce them (i. e. etymologies) 

“ from the Hebrew- And though there may 
“ have been, of old, a great fimilitude between 
“ that language and thofe of Egypt, Cutha, and 
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“ Canafln : yet tlicy were all dilTcreiit tongues. 
‘‘ ^'he^e was once but one language among the 

** Ions of men.” J ^et it be admitted, lliat there 

was one great original language, whence tht He- 
brew, tlie Arabic, ajid all the loft and lis'lng dia- 
lc<£ls of antiquity were dciccnded ; is it not ra- 
tional to conclude, that a conliderable part e>f 
thole tongues, which ftill exift, did actually pre- 
exift in tliat aboriginal language : and that the 
variety of loft idioms, which, in early times, 
prcv'ailed in Low er Alia and Kgs pt, W’ere <. itber 
the immediate derivatives from tiiat language, 
or dialects ot il> moll: diiFulive branches. 'J'J:olc 
tongues in particular which Mr. ]>:-\ani mentions, 
if tliey ever did live, have certainly long lince ex- 
pired : where then lhalJ we fearcli for a diicovery of 
their characleriftic traces r where bur in the He- 
brew’, in the Arabic, in rlic Syriac, in the Peiilc: 
which were unqucllionably ipoken in the tame 
or in the furrounding countries ; and cither gave 
them birth, w'erc derived from them, or claim- 
ed one eommon fourcc. Can any ftrongc i jiie- 
fumption he furnilhed of the truth or jnohal>iliry 
of this polition, wdtli regard elpecially to the 
Arabic and the Perlian, tlian the uncoiiftiaini d 
meanings, which have be. ,: brought from thole 
languages, for almoft every radical j)artick‘, cljoi'cii 
by this learned gentleman, as the ba!is of his iyf- 
tem ? C’ould this he the cflecl of chance r Is it 
not a ftrikiiig proof of their antiquity and utility ? 
And do not llich etymons carry far more torcihle 
conviction to our uiiderftanding, than tlark and 
linlatisfa<Sl<jry derivation from unknown tongues ? 
A fyftcm of evidence, whicli proves either too 
much or nothing at all : for if one writer is al- 
lowed to roam through tlie regions of fancy, 
and fix arbitrary interpretations to a lavourite 
clafs of words, another and anoilicr have an 
equal right : and every ingenious critic may then, 
like Archimedes of old, require only ibnie traiif- 
mundanc ftation on which to rear Ijis engines ; 
in order to fhake to pieces the realon of man, 
as that famous Syracufin boafted he could Jiavc 
done our globe, had ancjther w'orld been found 
on which to fix his great mechanic pow’crs. * 

To touch (lightly on the extenlive fubjeft of 
Eaftern manners ; and to trace, in a few in- 
ftances, their probable influence on thole of mo- 
dern Europe, will now be tlie fuhjc<5l of a ftiort 
enquiry. 1 am fenlible that we may refine too 
much, by deriving every rclemhlance of cuftoms, 
in one country, from the apparent counter part in 
another. In difterent quarters of the world, a 
fimilarity of habit has been dilcovered ainongft 
people, in other rcl]x.cl:s wholly diftimilar : and 
mankind, in parallel liruations, will often think 
alike, without the Icaft communication of fenti- 
ment. We may not, at the lame time, reafbn 
always juftjy, in looking only to the era of great 
events for the influx of novel cuftoms. We are

I low far tht: fol- 
lowing thetiry m.y l>e to:i;ul juft, will ik]>cnd 
therelore iq^oii its j>:ob'ahle iicidencc \\ul*ihc 
liilhirv anti hal)ir> t>f inankiiul : in fueh remote 
eiii]uiries wc can hardly lujpc for nioie.

It is c.ria'inly evident, that not tinly 
RoiiiaT*t:e, but niaii v culliaus anti modes of lliiuk- 
ing, aj-p,uently Aliaiie, were found ame.iigfl tliofc 
fierce invaders, hef>rc tiieir ii.tipijon into the 
lltiiiian enijniT : yet, as there is no prt>bahllity 
in the talc of Oden, 1 lhail, after afiigning a few 
rcaitiiis for ndnfmg ii'ty allent to this vv.>mli rfui 
exjicdition, hazard luinc conjeefures on the chan- 
iieis, thioiigli wliicli tliofc chaiattcriflic Eafteni 
manners may |>olhbly have flowed into our Wef- 
tern jcgions. “ 

Many Icarnetl Nortliern Antiquaries, from 
traditions in old Runic poems, and other fufpi- 
cious materials, Irave framed a h'lftovical iyftciii 
with regard to their great hero Odtii ; which, 
though evidently inteiulcd to heighten the cha- 
raiSlci* of that famous Scandinavian law giver, proves 
tlic moft Icveii: of larircs. Oden, they fay, was 
the chief ol .1 Sarinatian tribe, inliabitiiig tlie 
banks of tlie l^ake ; or, accoi diiig to 

others, the country hetw-^een tin- Euxinc and 
Cafpian Seas, now called Gurftjldn or Gcoi ; 
w'ho, terrified at the progrel's of, the Roman 
arms, after tlie defeat of Mithridates by Pompey, 
abandoned Jiis country, at the head of a great 
body of liis people, and fettled in IL-nmark, 
Norway, Sweden, and other Scandinavian dif- 
tri<5ls : where lie laid tlie foiiinlations of that 
power, wliicli, in after-ages, overwhelmed the 
Roman empire. But if the Palus Ai^otis is fixed 
as the dominions of Oden, tvcii the din of war 
could hardly liuve reached his ear : whilft the iin- 
prcflioii made upon the countries between the 
feas was too flight to have alarmed tlie nioft eftc- 
miiiate of nations. I'ompey was but a fhort 
time at Colchis : Mithridates had fled before his 
arrival. 'I'he conqueft of that country was not 
his obje£l: : he had more iniportaiTt views. He 
left it almoft immediately ; and marched againft 
'1‘igraiics into Armenia. The Iberians and Alba- 
h 
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ni.ius, tlie oUl inliablraiits i)f CJtoigia, inHead of 
flyiiijr, laid many amliulcadc?* to liarrals him. 
On the: ilv iVat of T'igraiiLS, he leturned to chaf- 
lilc tludl: p :r,jdc for daring to iiiiblt the Roman 
arms. Th^y again opj»oll:d ihiii ; hut afterwards 
I'lu d ior peace ; which he gi anted, witfxout any 
It veiiry i)t condltitxii. Tor. pey proceeded iminc- 
diate^v agaiidl ihe S_v i lan.'i anil .\jnle.' ; and wc 
hear of him nr» Uiore. in thole parts. 'J'he Ro- 
man. , unlike the haiha.rian invaders of thcrir em- 
piie, who m.n ked tijifir loule. willi di.lt>lation, 
though an amhltioiis, were l.y no means a cruel 
ciUMiy. /\ ijwxniinal ohetlienct: to llie lenate was 
often all l!»ey reejuired, trom thoJe diitridis in 
p.nticular which ikirted their dominions : and 
jnotev:l:ion w as \ er tlie reward of fuhjnilTion. 
W^heiice ih* 11 eouid otiginate a terror lo drcatlfuJ, 
as to trighicn a pciiph- iiof comjMe.itly puhlSanl- 
irioiis fjom a coij:ji:y hardly att.icke;.! ; capaole 
of I'lear iiat'us.l defjnce • interacted in v'arliios 
tliieclions iiy rugged mountains and extenlivc 
forelts ; anil hurry them from the mild Jatitudir 
of 42., to tin: ckpaiA ol 5^ !iorth : a rcg^ion to 
tliem unknown 5 harun, hh aa, and of a ieve- 
rity of ciim -.‘v:, wliich, iv n ...a', with all the 
ailvantap,e of cultivalioi-, m».wL c.'i.II to inactloti 
the conllitution or a Soulhei n Anaric : Would 

it not have hei-n flying, at the lame time, from 
the meic eclio of war, to encounter difdcultics 
aliriofl: uiilurmouiitable ? To have pierced to the 
fri)Zt.-n latitude of Scandinavia, over mountains, 
and rivers, ajiil fi.as ; tliiough woods, and marlhcs, 
and liardy lavages ; im])lles a degree of perlc- 
vering intrepidity, widely dirfering from tliat ah- 
iefl timidnefs w'hich firll induced them to fly. 
There is a linking difr'crcnce, let it be remem- 
bered, hetvvetn emigration and flight ; between 
the entliufiafm am! animation wliicli mull pob- 
iels a body ol' adveiifurt rs “departing in quell of 
plunder and new ilileoveries, and tiie trembling 
fugitives from imaginary alarms. A feai l».fliicls 
of danger w ill dilllngui/h the lirll ; a wretched 
deljuindeiicy will mark tlie others. Vet in this 
tale, thole oppofiti: charaCliTS mufl Jiave been 
ft>nnd in tin: iaTiu* piojde ; and Oden and his 
tribe, from iUl]iieable cowards, mull fuddenly 
have been traristbimcd to paragons of heroil'm. 
Rut natuii; reje^ls the idea ; and llijlojy Ihould 
rtjevt it too. Wc err wlieii we take it from the 
province of Romance. We ought to conlider it 
in the light of a mere Scaldic fable, invented to 
trace the origin of Goib 'ic and Krjtua/r enmity ; 
as the far more probable ncllon of I')} Jo and 
was llij^polcd to account, for the in econcileable 
antipathy between Rome and Carthm^c. The 
epoch of the exi^eJition feems, at the fame time, 
to bring Oden too far dow'ii. He is celebrated 
.ns a deity in Runic Odes of very ancient date. 
The Gods of every barbarous countiy are gene- 
rally carried up to the hlglicll periods of ficiety. 
The era of this perlbniige, wliether real or ima- 
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-ginary, nciull apparently be of more^ remote an- 
tiquity. A mere modern would hardly have 
been the ohjc£l of fuch early and enthuflaftic 
worlhip. • 

Thk great Ojlic::m gcntiuni, whence fuch my- 
riads of liarbiu lans have at diftereiit periods poured 
into the moit cultivated regions of the earth, ap- 
pears, with every piobability, to have been 
lary: thongli r-ur greatefl wniters, following Jor- 
iiandi /, the C gothic abridger of Calliodorus, have 
looked only to oeaiidiiuivi:!, and tJie Northern 
part.s of ( Jerniany, for thole bodies of flerce war- 
riors, w!.ko, in the early ages of Chriftianity, 
overturned the govemiiiTit, and changed the 
manners of Knrojie. 'I lie ^TarUirs^ Scyibjetfis, or 
‘T (under which general names the hil- 
torians of diiferent nations have coiiiprclieiided 
tlie iniia'oit.iiits i>f that immeiile travel, llrctching 
f;om 53® to 130" Rail long, and from about 39'* 
to bo" iNiortli. iat.) liave from the oldell times 
been remarki d lor a roving, irregular, martial 
lite. l\‘0|Jc, w'liole ricliet, centered in cattle, 
who wandered for pallurc from dillri£l to dillridl, 
could in conlequence have no attachment to a 
I'pot. "I'hat amor pair} a* ^ lc> confpicuous in the 
l-lottentot, ill the Laplander, and in the wild in- 
habitant of every barren rock, has never been 
dilcovered in men of tliis dclcription. Attached 
to his tribe, and glorying in an extenfive line of 
aiiccflors, the natale folum is to the Tartar an ob- 
jc£l of tlic moll pcrfciSl indifference ; and to aban- 
don it, in the company of his friends, a circum- 
llanee rather of choice than regret. Thelc great 
outlines have accordingly marked the operations 
of tliis extraordinary people from the molt ancient 
times. Without thole rdlraiiits on matrimony, 
which arc found in more civilized communities, 
their numbers had naturally a prodigious increale ; 
and as they delpiled the idea of cultivating the 
ground, tlie fame extent of country which could 
liave maintained thoiifands of hulbandmcn, was 
found often inlufficieiit for hundreds of roaming 
jiallors. Emigrations alone could remedy this 
iiicoijveniencc. A celebrated warrior had only 
to proclaim, therefore, his intention of invading 
jiiiTie neighbouring Hate or more dillant country. 
He was immediately joined by the chiefs of many 
hords. Chance, oftner than defign, might lhape 
their courle ; to the South, to the North, to the 
Eall, to the Well ; for every quarter of the globe 
has at different times been the theatre of Tartar 
ellablilhment or plunder. The ancient annals of 
tlie Perfians are entirely employed in commemo- 
rating their numerous wars with the Turanians 
beyond the Gilioii. China and filndollan have 
often felt their fury. Whilll Jengiz Khan and 
'I'amerlane, at the head of their bold and hardy 
fubjefts, approached nearer to univerfal monar- 
cliy tlian any conquerors of ancient or modern, 
times. ^ 
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Th^t tlie Weft inuft have heen tlie ol>ie* 5 l 
of Xartar iiivalioii, as well as rlie E;.ft and South, 
there can be little grour»d to cjueftion. Xhcle 
people poftcls, as we may oblerve, the whole i?i- 
terior almoft of tlu^ Aliaiie anti Kurojxan conti- 
nent. In a conftant ftate of action and ivactioti, 
hiftory informs us, that they lia\ c lun ft rejieat- 
cdly upon every adjacent countiy . L/ike luhtci- 
raneous vapours, when rarified heyoiid a certain 
degree, they liave at times acquired a gicat ex- 
panlivc force ; and tJie violence of the explofion. 
in one part, would be generally in the ratio of 
the reftftance in others. lii tiie vigour of the 
Roman and Ptrfian powers, they were often rc- 
pulfcd from their frontiers ; but they would not 
always return. Without fuccels, without plun- 
der, that would have been an indelible diigraco. 
They might then liavc ftruck to the Weft or to 
the North, where, finding countries more thinly 
peopled ; and the few inlnu. 't.aits, not only ftr*an- 
gers to the art of war, but unprotected by fortified 
towns, tlie opptifition they might encounter, 
would in general be inllifficieiit to check ti*eir 
progrefs. Yet meeting with no rich fjxfds in thole 
countries, which could give a fplendor to their 
expedition amoiigft their countiy men, they would 
often he induced rather to fettle in their conquefts 
than to go back : and as there would be lufticient 
territory tor the invaders and the invaded, enmity 
would loon give w'ay to intcrmax*riages and /(>cral 
intercourfe. TT'lic old inhabitants would ad<jj>t 
by degrees fomc of the manners and beliefs of 
the Eaftcrii ftrangers ; and thefc, in return, fall- 
ing in witli habits and ideas peculiar to tlie abo- 
riginal people, a few generations would naturally 
incorporate them ; and form in time thofe various 
nations, known by the names of Goths^ Kancia/sy 
LiombardSy 'Franks ; whole roaming, rapacious, 
Tartar genius, became afterwards conljficuous, 
in the dcftrudlion of the Roman empire. No 
fblid objedlion, it may be here obierved, againft: 
thofe ancient Tartar invafioiis, can be built upon 
the filcnce of hiftory ; as this filence is the natu- 
ral confequcnce of the unlettered manners both of 
the conquerors and the yanquiflied ; and whilft 
the fhocks were too remote to he felt in the more 
civilized ftates of Europe, we cannot hope to find 
them in their annals. Tartary, China, or Ton- 
queen, may poflibly, even in the prelent times, 
be the theatre of mighty revolutions unknown in 
Europe : and it is a moft undoubted facl:, that 
jfeng^z Khan, who fubdued almoft every country 
in the world to the eaftward of the Euphrates, was 
dead many years before the accidental curiohty of 
Klarco Paolo, who vifited the court of his grand- 
fbn Coblai Khan in the year i 260, made Europe 
acquainted cither with him or liis dominions. *

a^ays frozen, and they dwell in an immenlc 
plain.” Thclc are politivc aflertions ; and tliey 
are all equally grouiidlefs as pofitive : but Mon- 
tcfquieu is here endeavouring to fupport?t (yftem ; 
and lyftern is dangerous even to tlie loundeft rea- 
Ibncr. Can a region, containing above twenty 
millions of Iquare miles, watered by fucli rivers

his chief’ in every circuiiiflaiice of war : but there 
fubiijihion end.j. * 

fil'lervation, indeed, on the Jijhits of 
thole roving, ilaring peojde, {tiikingly dil]>lays 
tlu ir love ot liberty, aiid their fiiuilinulc ol cha- 
racler with the old Gothic rhit'i-ais, 'i'lieir aver- 
fion t<j lliL i,uJline of tilt ground ; their pafnnal 
life ; tlieii idlenef.^ ; their tag. inef.» ff>r plunder, 
anti martial exculiiiii ; witii maivy cufK>ins and 
bt lit fs, clearly KaAta n : ItM iii all togetlier a chaiti 
of intt inal proofs, ftrtrnger perhaps* than dlre-ct 
hillorical aliei tion. By many Nurtiicrn w riters, 
they are atlually diflingifuliecl nom tiu-, more an- 
cient inhabitants of Sranrrua'i'ia^ by tlic e pitl let 
of Orientals: aiul noilnog can furtiy approach 
nearer in rclcmhlance t'lan the original northeiu 
inv'adcrs of tlu: Koinnn llatcs, and thoie inunda- 
tions, inunedialt'ly Jrotn Tiarlary^ who, under the 
names of Alans and J luus^ led hy the famous 
Attila and otlu.r hold chiefs, tivt-rwhelined tlie 
empire, towaids the dole of the ftiurth century, 
and gave a final blow' to tlie chains of Roman fer- 
\ itude. 

Siioui. n the foregoing ohfervations, w ith others 
which will naturallv arile in the further dilcui- 
lioii of rile luhjt.cl, furniih arguments of fidficj- 
eiit ftirce to Itijijiorl the above liypotliclis, we 
lliall eafily acctiunt ftir one great channel, thro’ 
which many circiimllanei originally Kullcrn, 
penetrated to the 1 ly perhorcaii regums ; where, 
with liieh lhades of variation, as inlglit naturally 
1.K- expeded troin a didcreiice of climate and teiii- 
perameiit, they lowed tlie leeds of that of 

manners, which finds nothing limiiar to it in the 
charaderiflics of Greece and Rome. ' 

• • 

'P 11 K Feudal Syftem, w hich was introduced 
and diflulcd over Kurope by the conquerors of 
tlu Roman power, juoduced, in a civil light, an 
alti ration in law s, government, and habits, no 
lels imjiortant tlian tlic difmenibcrmcnt of the 
em])li: by tluir ar^ns. Our gieatcll: lawyers, 
hiftojiuns, and ;uulquaiies, whole objeiSl has beeii 
lels to trace its origin rliaii to maik its infiuence, 
have uniformly ati riluited tbe^ great foundation 
v>i tile jurilpi rui^nce ot modern Kurope to the mi- 
htarv policy of the Xorrhern nations ; and Icem 
in general rather to hav e coufidered it as a conic- 


qucnce of their fituation, after their conquers, 
than as exiiling previous to their irruptions. It 
appears not only' to have formed, however, tlieir 
gieat lyllein of ptdity before the grand invailon, 
but tt> have flourilli. d in tlie Ijaft with much vi- 
gour in very early times. ** 

In Perfia, Tartarv, India, and other Eafterii 
countiies, the whole detail of government, from 
the moll ancient accounts down to the prelcnt 
hour, can hardly be detined by any other dclcrip- 
tioii. W^e ohli rve, in gt neral, one Crreat King, 
to W'hoiii a nuniher of luhordinate princes pay 
homage and tiibuti. ; all deviation Irom this lyf- 
teni teeming meicly temporary and accidental. 
Pollelifd of every ».:lh iitial power of royalty, the 
degre c of dc pendence of thole lecondary kings, wc 
find, has ever been jiroportioned to the vigour or 
imbccillity’ ol' the paramount fovereign : hir where 
no Iblid c ode: of conllilutional law'S prevails, the 
brillianr or ditgracel ul ]h riods in tlie hiftory of a 
people will generally depend upon the genius of 
oiie. man. A gri:at monarcii will give to the 
component parts the apjiearaiicc of one delpotic 
wliok i wdiilll: the aj>proachc:s to dilcibedience wfill 
ever be proporrionetl to the weakuefs of admini- 
flration. CcMiliantly recurring, however, to firfl: 
jirinciples, cvciy variation of Oriental Rule pre- 
leiits only, to our alternate view, an overgrown 
empire, 'feebly governed, crumbling into inde- 
pendent kingdoms ; and indcpciidont kingdoms 
again uniting, to form the empire of fome more 
fortunate and cntcrpriz.lng fbvcreigii. * 

A ciKNKRAL view of the liifiorics of Eaflerii 
nations would, perhaps, fufficicntly fupport the 
above poliiions ; but J lhall venture to' oiler a 
few particular autlioi Ities. TJiC more ancient 
fadls, it may be oblerved, like every remote event, 
wfill not admit of politiv'e proof ; but in tracing 
manners or Jiiodes of government, abfblute hif- 
torical or chronological precifion is by no means 
rcquilite. The adfions of one prince may be im- 
puted to another ; aiiachronifms and miliiomers 
may abound ; and tlie atchieveinents of twenty 
warriors may fwell the renown of one hero : but 
no wniter will attribute to his nation Cufloms 
and Ideas of Government, to w’hicli they or their 
anceflors were Grangers ; and agaiiifi: which the 
opinions of his fellow fubjedl-s muft infiraiitly and 
loudly revolt. When uiicummoii and great in- 
iiuvotioiis happen, in the culloms of a country, 
writers arc careful to trace tlieir origin, to fix 
their introduction, and to obferve their influence. 
Hut w’hcn circumfiances, however iiiterefting, arc 
limply mentioned, without particular oblervation 
or commentary, we may rationally conclude, that 
fuch cuftoms are of high antiquity ; and no more 
defciving of ipecial animadverliun than the gene- 
ral complexion, configuration, or temperament of 
their countrymen. The rife and progrefs of the 
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Feudal Syftein in Europe is marked : it was an 
exotic plant. ; and it lias, of coiilequence, en- 
gaged tlie attention of our ablclli antiquaries. But 
in the Ead it is indigenous, univerlal, and imme- 
iiiorial : and the Ealfcrii hillorians have never 
dreaipt of invefligating its fburcc, any more than 
the origin of regal, government- Both have long 
been to them equally familiar ; and the firjOt cx- 
tenfive monarchy gave probably a beginning to 
the hrA dependence of feudal chiefs. It may 
be thought too, that examples of this, or any 
other cullom, brought from events, iuhlequcnt 
to their introdu<Aion into Europe, can be no cor- 
roborative proof of their lubliiling in the EaA, 
previous to tlicir appearance in the But 

thp leaA attention to Oriental Manners will clear- 
ly ftiow, that the chara^teriAic habits of thoije 
jH.ople, even at this hour, are, in every reliie<£t, 
iimilar to the moA remote account^ : iipr have 
we ground to believe, that, (the MoUaipmcdan. 
religion and fire arms excepted), there is onp 
linglc cuApm, peculiar to the Perfians, the Arabi- 
aj4S, or the Tartars, of the preienc day,, which 
did not prevail aniongA their anceAors at a period, 
too reipoCe fot human relcarch. With a won- 
dcrfnl predil.e^blon fpr theix own ancient manners, 
they have a pcculia^i: arid uiylnpible antipathy to 
tilnofo of E\]rope. They arc lb oppohte to, their 
genuits, K> thej^ hcredi^ty prejudices, and to. 
Oyery politi^a\ rchgipus, Uigt no. 
pan bp produced, perhaps, of ouo ^igle cuAofn 
orig|ii\ally. Europeaii haying ever been adopted by 
any Ahatic nation : the Tui^ks, even, whofe vici- 
nity expoiiu them tOoA to VS^eAcrn innovation, 
preierviug Aill unchanged that remarkable dif- 
tin£lioii of character winch they poAeAbd before 
they croAed the Bpiphorus of Thrace. On this 
groqiid, therefore^ I give no anecdotes as un- 
queAioned truths : they are xnentioned by AAatic 
hiApriaiis ; and 1 oAer them limply as beliefs iu 
original cuAoms. W^c may not Aibfcribe to the 
apparition of Cselar's ghpA before the battle of 
Philippi i but we may reA aAiired, that it had 
not beeo recorded by Plutarch, unlefs conibirant 
to the Qpmipn of the people. • 

A^out 800 years before the ChriAlan era, an 
qfurp^ called ^ohak, vyc are informed, reigned 
ip Perlia. His goveninreiit was oppreAivc, and 
became at length infupportable. The citizens 
of lipahap flew to arm^t and, headed by a Black- 
lipith named Gao, attacked, defeated, and killed 
the Tyrant- Gao^ aftcf this vi^ory, difcpver- 
iqg the retreat of Feridpun, the heir to the 
crpwjn, placed i^itn 011 the thrppe ; and received, 
in return, Ispahan, witlr its dependencies, as a 
feudal piipcipality. Wliat truth be in this 
remote evetxt it ia impoffible to dete^^bie ; but 
it a generally recorded fadf, that the Blacftr 
fmith’s aprop, faid to have been diQ}layed by 
Gao, when marching againA Zohak, as a ban- 


ner, from the point of a ipcar, was taken bX, 
the Arabians at the battle of Cadeliia, when they 
conquered' Perfia in the year 636. It had been 
laid up in the treafury^of the Pciiian kings, and 
was enriclied with jewels to a prodigious value. 
It was conljdered as the great Aandard and pal- 
ladium of the empire ; and W'as never carried to 
the held but on important emergencies, or when 

the king marched in perlbii. RoAam is a hero 

W’hoA prowefs is Inghly celebrated. He is equal- 
ly. tl>e favourite of HiAory and Romance. He. 
waa a fuccefsful general under the fu A kings of 
the Kaiapiati dynaAy ; and received, in reward 
fpi: his lerviccs, the provinces of ScJcAan and iia- 
blpAaii, as feudal appaiinagcs on tire crowii of 
Verba ; on the condition of marcliiiig a body of 
forces, as the exigencies of the Aate might re- 
quire ; but particularly to rcpulfc the inroads of 

the Tartars. Babylonia, Syria, AAyria, and 

Media, as formerly obl'erved, leem to have been 
merely feudatory kingdoms of the old Perlian 

empire. Alexander tlie Great divided the EaAern 

provinces of Perfia amongA the princes to whofe 
famUif^s they had originally belonged. On this 
occaAon they received a banner from the hands 
pf the conqueror, paid homage, and engaged to 
maintain a certain number of troops, upon a foot- 
ing (lays tlie author of the 'I'arikh Montekheb) 
jbmewhat refembllng the military vaAals of the 
0 ,ttomau empire, called Sanjacs and 'Timars, Thcie 
princes are called by the Mohammedan writers 
MtiloukuT^muaytf (kings of the nations) ; and 
arc by Ibme coiifidered as a particular dynaAy, 
between the Kaiauians and the AOicanlans, com- 
monly called Arfacidcs by Europeans. They 
Aridtly performed, it is added, their feudal en- 
gagements to Alexander ; but on iiis death, as 
the Grecian commanders fcxzed upon the Web* 
tern kingdoms, they alio aAumed an indepen- 
dency in their i^ii>e6live provinces. This ac- 
count feems highly probable ; as the fucceAbrs 
of Alexander, according both to the EaAern and 
WcAcrn writers, fbon loA all Ibvereigiity to the 
eaAward of the Tigris. \ 

The Tobba, or king of Arabia Felix, was 
the acknowledged paramount Ibvercigii in very 
old times of a*number of tribes.-— Moft of the 
provinces of Arabia on the Pcrfian gulph, with 
thofe Aretching towards Babylonia, held of the 
Pedian kixigs of the SaAanian dynaAy ; who 
often appointed feudatory princes on the death or 

milcondudt of their predeceAbrs. The Khalif 

Almamon gave Khorafan, which he himfelf held 
as a feudal fovereignty under his father Haron 
ArraAiid, to his great general Thaher ; where 
he loon after became independent, and founded 
the dynaAy of Thaherians. Similar grants were 
made or extorted from Aicceeding Kbalifs ; lb 
that partly by gift, partly by ulurpation, the 
Khalifat, from the middle of the ninth century". 
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till its dinMr.ticn in tlic year 125?^, was in fa< 5 t 
one immcnic fv:udatory empire; where every Mul- 
tan aeknow led;'ecl the liiperiorify of the J'Lhalif ; 
but, like tlie great feiitlal tiiiefa in burope, paid 
him jii/t that degree of ol>erhenee wliieh each 
judged conliilent with his envn intercll. — A liini- 
Inr tyilem prevalla to the prefent hour in Ilindof- 
an ; thro’ a reg,ular gradation of T^iibo/>St 

J^'fjujciLirs, KiUuifiirs, and othcM* fubordinatc chiefs; 
who all conlider the Circat Mogul as lord para- 
mount of the empire. — In tlie Ottoman govern- 
ment there are many remarkal>le traces ol the 
feiid.il fy: iem ; efpecially in the Khan of the Orim 
Tartars, iji the Wr.yvodes of Moldavia, Wallakhia, 
and other Kuropean diflridls ; in Algiers and 
other liarbary States; in the Sheri f of Mecca; 
in k veral Sheiks or princes of Syria ; as well as 
i/i the mil;t iry fiefs, which, under tlie lilies of 
y.tyins , and ^imnriots , are hcllowed 
wilJi tlic e.\prefs condition of fupporting bodies 
of men, but efpecially of horfc, ready to take the 
held at the order of the t ultan. * 

J N ^iirliiry wc fee it /Irong. Temujin, after- 
wards diilinguirhed by the more celebrated name 
«»f Jengix. Khan, was the foil of a chief, who had 
feveral feudatories ; yet he himfclf held of Tho- 
grul, the Khan of Cara-cum, better known by the 
name of Pnjicr yo/jn. Thogrul, tho* a prince of 
great power, was iiill fubjetfl to tlic emperor of 
Katlia, the paramount of T artary ; who accord- 
ingly, in the true feudal ilile, fummoned him 
with his arrierc valTals to afTift in quelling a dan- 
gerous rebellion. Thogrul, attended by young 
Temujin, obeyed ; a decifivc victory was gained 
over the infurgents ; in wliich both behaved 
with fo much gallantry, that the emperor created 
Tht)griil Pang Khan^ which is a high royal title; 
and gave Temujin a conlidcrahle command in his 
ariki} . Wlicn Temujin, by his fuccels and abi- 
lities, had rilen to a great degree of power, about 
the year 1205 a grand council of the Tartar 
nation.s afl'eiubled. Nine of the chief Khans ap- 
;it the renkiczvous, each attended by his 
v.u.L.i ;. Tb.ey dilplayed nine large banners of 
cc>ii ill. and. 'I'licy placed Jengiz uiion an cnii- 
jKiii-c, Avirli a piece of black felt-cloth under his 
Vhe fpeaker of the aficmbly addrcfJ'cd 
him : lie recognized him as emperor in the name 
tif the whole ; and told him, if merciful and 
jull, that Clod would profper his government ; 
it iK>r, liis perlbn and memory wouhl become 
black and delpicablc as the felt on which he 
J 1 oc>iL A proplu t called Cokza, and furiiamcd 
/A’ hjii/gc' of CicJy declared, that I’c had received a 
rcvelatitJii i:om lieaven, ordcrit'g Temujin to take 
from that time, the name of ‘/.vvg/v;, which fig- 
iiifii s niojf Cjfc'n/. The Kli.Ji; i!»eii advanced 
and paid him htiinagf, bending the kne • nine 
timet ; the nobles j'ol lowed ; and then the body 


of the people, making the fame number of genu- 
dctl:tions, proclaimed him emperor with loud ac- 
clamations. find fome variation of ceremony 

in the inauguration of Tamerlane in the year 
1369. He mounted a magnificent throne: he 
wore a brilliant crown : he girded himfelf pub- 
licly with liis fword : his feudatory princes ac- 
knowledged his fovereignty by a profulion of pre- 
cious Hones which they fliowcred over his head ; 
whilil a holy man put into his hands a drum, and 
a llandard, as the inlignia of imperial authority. *’ 

Kverv thing in the hiftories of thofe princes 
is indeed compleatly feudal. Before their great 
expeditions, we find them ifluing orders for the 
attendance of their great vafials, with their con- 
tingents of troops. And wc alfo obferve a con- 
Aitutional Parliament, or Meeting of Klfates ; 
who, amongft other privileges, claimed that of 
trying great offenders. Artok Buga, one of the 
grandfons of Jengiz Khan, having revolted againft 
his brother the emperor Coblai Khan, was at 
length defeated ; but c’oblai did not punifh him, 
till he had called an Afl'cmbly of the States ; 
where he was tried and condemned to be ihut up 
between four walls, made of the tragacanth tree, 
where he lived twelve months. A feudatory 
prince of Herat, called Pir Ali, being fulpedted 
of a defign to revolt foon after Tamerlane's inau- 
guration, was cited to appear before the General 
AflembJy : he evaded the fummons till he had 
fortified his capital : upon which a decree was 
palfed fimilar to the Ban of the Empire in Ger- 
many ; and Tamerlane being defired to reduce 
him to obedience, he was accordingly put to 
death in confequcncc of this lentcnce. It is 
needlcfs to multiply examples : but it may not 
be improper to obferve, that thofe General Meet- 
ings, called Kouriltaiy bear fb near a rcfemblance 
to the Diets of the Gothic nations, that a firong 
additional argument may thence be drawn to fup- 
port the hypothefis of the early Tartar eftablifh- 
inents in Germany and Scandinavia, jengiz and 
Tamerlane, powerful and defpotic as they were, 
held many of thofe Diets. The Great Khans, tho 
generally chofen from the fbns of the late fbvcreigii, 
were eledted by them ; and primogeniture was of 
little confequence. Jengiz Khan, for example, no- 
minated his fecond furviving fbn Odfay, as his 
fucceflbr : but though uncommon deference was 
paid to the will of a man whom the Tartars al- 
iTioft adored, the new emperor was not acknow- 
ledged as fuch, till the meeting of the Great Af- 
fembly two years afterwards ; where, upon his 
expreffing fome reludtancc to accept of the impe- 
rial dignity, his elder and younger brothers, Ja- 
gathay and T uli, taking him by the hands, in- 
flailed him on the throne, and faluted him Khan^ 
Olug Nuvin, the youngeft of Jengiz Khan’s fbns, 
as inafler of the houlhold, prefented him with a 
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cup of wine ; and all the people, making nine 
genufleOitions to their I’ovcrcign, and three to the 
lun, hailed him Kmperor. * 

It may not be unworthy of remark, that the 
fituatiun of O/i/g is a curious inllance of a 

lingular cuitom long prevalent in Tartary, as well 
as among the Northern nations ; and even to be 
found in our old S*ixon tenures, under the de- 
feription of Rot'ou^h ILn^IiJr: : where the youngcll 
Ion luccccds to his father in preference to his el- 
der brothers. Sir William BlackAone, ;*fter nicn- 
tioniijg the opinions of Littleton and other cnii- 
nciit lawyers, in regard to the origin of thisilrangc 
cuJiom, conjectures, with great judgment, that 
it might be deduced from the Tartars. Amongll 
thofe people, the elder fons, as they grew to 
man’s cftaie, migrated from their father w'ith a 
certain jiortion of cattle ; and the youngeft Ibn 
only remaining at home, became in confcquencc 
the heir to his father’s houfe, and all his remain- 
ing pofledions. jengiz Khan had, agreeably to 
this idea, given to his four cldelt fons great go- 
vernments and great offices ; but Olug always 
attended his perfon. Luring the interval of forty 
days, therefore, from the meeting of the Great 
Tartar Aii'cmbly, till the inflallation of 0<5lay 
IChan, this youngcil brotlicr feems to have been ac- 
knowledged by him and tlic other princes as Lord 
of the family : he was a kind of public adminillra- 
tor during this iiiCcrregnutn j and prelented the 
Great Khan with the cup, on his enthronement, 
as the highell token of Lallcrn hofpitality, which 
the mailer of a family can Ihow to a guell. ** 

In the above outlines, we can obferve fevcral 
ilrong traces of Gothic government. We can 
perceive the ruder draughts of States General, of 
Parliaments, of Juries ; and, in the circumdances 
of the Eledlors and Llcdted, fome driking fea- 
tures of that fvdem, which dill unites the great 
Germanic Body. W'e can lee, in the bent of 
national genius, the dronged marks of wild free- 
dom i W'ith a regular gradation of military vaf- 
lals : and although, in ihcir own country, from 
a general attachment to padoral life. Fiefs, or 
podedions in land, formed no part of Tartar ju- 
rilprudence or property; yet when they Icttled 
in the Wed, a didcrence of lituation would na- 
turally fugged an alteration adapted to it. The 
more deady temper of the native Scandinavians 
and Germans would modify the roaming Scythian 
fpirit j a fuperior attachment to a particular fpot 
wopld naturally arife : as the country became 
more populous, ground would become more va- 
luable ; and w’hat was formerly in common, to 
avoid difputes, would then be portioned off. A 
wifti to defend this property from new inroads 
might foon produce a more permanent and Iblid 
fydem of fubordinatioii : and the more irregular 
feudal ideas of. the Tartars, improved by terri- 


torial pofl'cllion, pave thus, by degrees, the w'ay 
for that more rc tilled fydein, I'o peculiarly adap- 
ted to the lituation of fettling invaders ; which, 
in the fifth and t‘ollo\'^ing ecnturics, almoii uni- 
vcrfally took place in Europe. 

Nr. XT to the Feudal Syflem, and other maxims 
of civil government, which regulated the property 
and jiolitics ol the middle ages, lew'" fpeeuJative 
fubje<Ms arc more worthy ol our attention than 
thole novel ideas of Snpcrnatur.il lleings, which 
ruled their minds vvitli moll relilllefs force. The 
ujiiverlal belief in various orders oJ' lupcrluimaii 
creatures, has prevailed in many parts i)! Afia 
long before the era of authentic hillory ; and Inch 
complcut polfeliion have they taken of Ividerii 
imagination, that the moll Icrioiis, as well as the 
moll fanciful compolitions, are filled w'iih perpe- 
tual alluiions to thole imaginary beings. To iin- 
deriland Homer, we mult have a previous know- 
ledge of the dignities and attributes of tla: (.Gre- 
cian Lcities : tt> comprehend the writers of the 
Eall, w'C ihould have an acquaintance with the 
mythology and popular beliefs of Kailern nations. 
For this purpole, J have thrown into the I>iCtio- 
nary llight sketches of what feemed mod peculi- 
arly Aliatic ; and fhall here bring tlioi'c remarks 
tinder one point of view ; with fuch additional 
obfervations as could not, with propriet}', find 
any alphabetical place, or which may appear nc- 
cedary to illuflratc and connect the wiiolc. ■* 

The fabulous Afiatic ages ftretch far beyond 
the creation of man. They fuppofc the world 
to have been repeatedly {>eopled by creatures of 
different formation, who were fucceffively anni- 
hilated or baililhed for difohedieiicc to the Su- 
preme Being. An Kailern Romance introduces 
the hero Caherman in converfation with the mon- 
flrous bird or Griffon St/zifirg/j ; who tells him, 
that Ihe had already lived to fee the earth feven 
times filled with creatures, and feven times a 
perfedl void : that the age of Adam would be fe- 
ven choufand years ; when the race of man w'ould 
be extinguillicd, and their place fupplied by be- 
ings of another form and more perfetft nature ; 
with whom the earth would end ; that flic had 
then leen twelve great periods of feven thoufand 
years j but was denied the knowledge of the 
duration of her own cxiflence. Thole beings, 
who inhabited the globe immediately before the 
creation of man, they call Peris and Dives ; and 
they form a pcrfedl contrail. The Peris arc de- 
Icribed as beautiful and benevolent ; and though 
guilty of errors which had offended Omnipotence, 
they are fuppofed, in confcquencc of their peni- 
tence, Rill to enjoy dillinguilhed marks of divine 
favour. The Lives, on the contrtlry, arc pidlur- 
ed as hideous in form, and malignant in mind ; 
differing only from the infernul demons in not 
being confined to hell ; but roaming for ever
